Spaulding is thoroughly ina*ter of hi.* 
theme. Hi* range of information i* fairly 
a*touishing ; but he i« never lost nr be- 
wildered amid the wilderness of fnet*. His 
patli is o. early marked out, and hi* audi- 
ence never feel any tear that he doe* not 
know where he is leading them. He *eizes 
upon salient points with a rare instinct, 
and never mars the fine effect by intruding 
the trivial or extraneou*. fli* evident 
lii'torieal impartiality and hi* never-failing 
courtesy, conciliate at once all shades of 
, opinion, and hi* auditors can all li*ten 
with unbiased mind*. And *o listening 
the m« st intelligent of them are instructed. 
It has been a common remark here among 
educated people, *1 tlx light I knew that 
subject fairly well, but 1 feel now as 
though I had never known anything about 
it.’ The illustration*, merely a* picture*, 
deserve the highest praise. .Many of them 
are rare, and all are of the tir*t rank of 
merit. But Mr. Spaulding doe* not exhibit 
them *imply a* catch-penny attractions, 
i like the prizes in a gift show, which have 
nothing to do w ith the subject in hand. 
They are in every case what they ought to 
l>e, helpful adjuncts to the instructive di-- 
| course. And yet though Mr. Spaulding’* 
rhetorical and artistic ideal is so high a* to 
be even *evere. his lecture* are not larking 
in popularity, a* one who had never heard 
them might imagine from this description 
that they would he. A large number of 
children have attended his course in this 
city, and. the parents say, have been o 
fascinated that they could not be induced 
to stay away from one of them. And per- 
son* entirely unacquainted with classical 
history and literature have not only en- 
joyed the lecture, but in many cases have 
had an appetite developed which will put 
them upon courses of reading and study.” 

After Ten Years. 

Rev, Mr. Hornbrooke gave a review of 
his ten years of service as pastor at 
Channing church on Sunday, taking for 
j his text, Eccles. 3, 15. “And God requir- 
eth that which is past.” He referred to 
the many and great changes both in the 
city and in the church that had taken 
■ place in that time. Ten years ago, for 
instance, there were only two houses on 
Sargent street, Bennington street and 
Fairmount avenue did not then exist.and 
only a few scattered houses were built 
on Mt. Ida, which shows the rapid 
growtli of the city. Two of the mem- 
bers of the council which installed him 
as pastor have died, and only three of 
the settled pastors in the conference re- 
main over the same churches as ten 
years ago. Only four of the settled 
ministers then in this city remain at the r 
posts, and only six of the twenty-fire 
settled Unitarian pastors in Boston occu- 
py the same pulpit. Ten years ago t' e 
church met in the building which is now 
Armory Hall, where the noise of the 
trains used to form a regular pait of the 
service. Since then the church has 
moved to its new and handsome build- 
ing, which was constructed and paid for 
within a few thousands, and the 140 fam- 
ilies have increased to 20« »; sixty chil- 
dren have been baptized during t*be ten 
years, and Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke has 
officiated at 30 weddings aud S5 funerals. 

He said that he had begun his work 
with certain ideals, some of which bad 
been realized, while others had only been 
in part, but expectation and realization 
could rarely he got together here. He 
had hoped tbit the church would be a 
democratic organization, that the con- 
tributions for benevolent purposes 
would be systematic and liberal, that 
the interest in the church would be 
quickened, that the intellectual life of 
the church would be vigorous, aud that 
there would be a very intimate relation 
hetweeu the pastor and the young peo- 
ple. The church had certainly bewi 
generous in its contributions, it hentu-d 
the list oi contributions of city cl inches 
for the Cottage Hospital; the >uuuay 
school hail never omitted its contribution 
to the Children's M ,*.*i« n, ar.d even in 
the years when the uc-.v church was be- 
ing built and paid for. the contribution 
to the Unitarian association had always 
been paid. The tjew ng Circle had L eu 
more active iu its work for the last two- 
years than at any time since the wr. ; 
the Suuday school was properous, and 
was notable for the large attendance of 
men; the interest of the young people in 
church work was shown by the recent 
forming of the Young People’s Guild; 
the literary class had been successful 
even beyond his expectations, the past r's 
Bible c a*s had been well attended, and 
i the study class J ladies had beou very 
successful. Such thiugs as these were 
' very encouraging, a d he appealed to 
the people togoou with the work, and for 
a still more hearty cooperation. 

The address was listened to with 
great interest, and there was an unusual- 
j ly large attendance.

WM. C. BATES ELECTED COUNCILMAN* 
FltOM WARD SEVEN. 

The Hoard of Aldermem met Monday 
evening, Alderman Petteo in the chair. 
Other members present were Aldermen 
Harbach, Childs, Chadwick, Johnson, 
and Tolrnan. 

Returns from the special election in 
Ward Seven showed that 14 votes were 
cast, of which Wm. C. Bates received 11; 

R. B. Edes, 1; Geo. W. Lamson, 1; 
Moses Clark, jr., 1. 

The list of election officers appointed 
at tho last meeting was read and con- 
firmed. 

The report of the chief of the fire de- 
partment recommending a license to L. 

S. Ross, to run a telephone wire from II. 

F. Ross’ house to that of E. W. Redpath 
was made and the liconse granted. 

A communication from the school 
board giving the estimate of expenses tor 
the coming year as #121, 7(H) was referred 
to the finance committee. 

The report of the hoard of health in 
reference to the drainage of Knowles, 
Station, and Ripley streets, and the as- 
sessments for tho same, was read and 
accepted. 

The petition of John Jones aud six 
others for fire alarm box on California 
street, near Crescent and Faxon, was 
referred to tho fire committee. 

The bonds of the Newton street railway 
company, for $15,000 for the proper 
building of their road bed, and for $10,- 
000 for protecting the city from damage 
bv the use of the electric motor system 
w’ere read and accepted, as they were 
approved by the city solicitor. 

The street railway company also ac- 
cepted tho changes made in regard to 
laying of tracks, and other modifications, 
in the order passed at the last meeting. 

The license comraittee granted W. F. 
llanunett leave to withdraw, on his 
petition to have one of the telephone 
poles in front of his house romovea. 

THE CLAFLIN SCHOOL HOUSE. 
Alderman Tolrnan reported from the 
finance committee, in regard to the in- 
crease to $34,500 asked in the appropria- 
tion for the new six room brick school 
house at Newtonville, and recommended 
that the amount be made $33,500, and 
the first uote be made $1,000 less than 
was contemplated. 

Alderman Johnson rather pointedly 
asked the chirman of the public property 
committee, if this sum would be suffi- 
cient to finish the school, o* if they were 
going to ask for more later. 

Alderman Chadwick replied that he 
saw no reason why the amount would 
not be sufficient.

8TBEET KAILWAY HEARING 

Alderman Harbach read an order 
granting the Newton Street Railway 
company the right to use the West End 
tracks on Centre street, Newton, and 
also to use overhead wires for their elec- 
tric motor, and hearing was granted ou 
the order for Oct. 21, at 7.45 p.m., a 
copy of the order to be sent to the West 
End company, aud to be published in the 
Newton Graphic. 

The water board was authorized to lay 
730 feet of pipe ou Pearl street, without 
the usual guarantee, at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $983, the same to be charged to the 
water construction account. 

Ou motion of Alderman Harbach it 
was voted that when the board adjourned 
it be to meet Oct. 8 at 7.15 p.m. A re- 
cess was then taken.

>V. C. T. U. 

On Saturday afternoon, tho first moot- 
ing of the season was held by the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
Auxiliary. The President, Miss. Eliza- 
beth P. Gordon, in opening the meeting, 
mentioned that the day was MissFrattces 
Willard’s fiftieth birthday, and used otto 
of her Bible readings as being appro- 
priate. 

A report of the work of the flower mis- 
sion was called for, after the devotional 
exercises, and tho reading ot the minutes 
«f the last meeting. During the summer 
flowers have been sent to a room kindly 
offered for tho work, on Saturday morn- 
ings, and made up into boquets, which, 
with written Scripture verses carefully 
selected, have been sent to hospitals or 
prisons. Over 200 have been sent, dur- 
ing the summer, to tho Cottage Hospital, 
and over 1700 to the Women’s Reforma- 
tory Prison in Sherborn. At the latter 
place the women are required by the 
superintendent to learn every text, and 
in spite of this, they cortainly appear to 
be pleased with, and grateful for, both 
flowers and verses. 

A member of the Union was asked to 
give an account of a visit just made to 
this prison whero the flowers had been 
sent, and told how a party of twelve 
ladies were invited by tho superintendent 
at Sherborn, had been met by coveted 
vehicles, sometimes called by an un- 
pleasant name, taken to tho large, fine 
building, which the assistant superinten- 
dent kindly showed and explained to 
them. After visiting cells, school room, 
dining and work rooms, laundry, dairy, 
kitchen and chapel, they returned to the 
pleasant building, joined by a corridor to 
the main building, which is the residence 
of the superintendent. Here they were 
hospitably entertained, and enjoyed 
greatly the conversation of their hostees, 
as she spoke of the work with its trials 
and encouragements. 

Later they went to the chapel, and 
saw the 240 women gather, coming in 
four divisions, each one distinguished 
by the lines in the gingham dress, and 
the color of the little shawl over her 
shoulders. All wore spotless white 
aprons, and most had a hopeful, cheerful 
look, unlike tho faces in our prisons 
generally. 

The chaplain, a lady, for this institu- 
tion is entirely under the management of 
women, conducted tho usual daily even- 
ing devotional service; this was followed 
by the reading of an appropriate poem, 
and singing by some of tho lady 
visitors. As the singer sang of Him, 
"Who died that we might lie forgiven, 

He died to make us good,” 
it was interesting to watch the expres- 
sion of the upturned faces. There were 
many who looked as if, feeling their sins, 
they desired this pardon, ana not a few 
eyes were filled with tears. 

The visitors took with them the 240 
boquets and verses they had prepared 
for the women, and went at the superin 
tetident’s request, two to each of the 
three doors of the chapel. As the women 
went out, each one was given a boquet 
and Bible verse, but not until she had 
firs* repeated oue of the verses she had 
learned. Every woman it was thought 
repeated a verse, with the exception of 
six: and one of these had been excused 
from doing so by the superintendent on 
account of an impediment in her speech, 
and two because they could speak 
English so very little. 

It was decided by all that they were 
rewarded for their trouble by knowing 
that these verses had been committed to 
memory, and they could but hope that 
some of these words of God might have 
been “hid in the heart.” 

After the transaction of some business, 
the meeting was adjourned till October.

But if it means Free Trade 
anti the adoption of a policy that Eng- 
land determines is best for America, 
then we want nothing to do with it but 
fight it to the end. Its advocates may 
wear disguises, but the wolf iu sheep’s 
clothing will have no welcome to our 
firesides.

— The consideration 
of local, selfish advantages may lead 
some to disregard the broad policy which 
contemplates the welfare of every part 
of the country. (Tumult of applause, 
amid which a few feeble hisses are beard 
from Ames, etc.) 

Henry Cabot Lodge, for the Committee 
ou Resolutions.— To our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress we would

Selilshuess Betrays Itself. 

Selfishness hotrays itself. That utter 
selfishness is the foundation of our 
present tariff is shown by the words and 
acts of its professed friends and advo- 
cates. As soon as the tariff begins di- 
rectly to nffcct any one of them in- 
juriously, he is quick to cry out against 
it and favor shipping the burden upou 
some one else. 

If the present kind and degree of pro- 
tection is correct in principle and for tho 
good of tho country, it should be con- 
sistently sustained by its present sup- 
porters, without regard to its effects upon 
their individual private interests. 

To bo consistent, the wool growers as- 
sociation, if really believing in extreme 
protection and actuated by other motives 
than those of personal gain, should favor 
the present rate of protection upon man- 
ufactures of wool, regardless of the tariff 
on wool, rather than threaten the man- 
ufacturers with a loss of their protection 
if wool iH made free. If a high tariff on 
manufactures of wool is for the beiietit 
of the country, it becomes no less a bene- 
fit if the tariff on wool is removed. In- 
deed, logically, the benefit should he 
greater as the rate of protection would 
he greater. 

The threat of the association at its 
recent meeting shows conclusively that 
sullishness is the motive actuating it. 

So long as protection appeared to favor 
the iron industries of New England at 
the cost of other parts of the country, 
the great majority of iron manufacturers 
hero favorud the present high tariff on 
crude iron. Now that tho tariff on iroik 
and coal is operating to New England’s 
disadvantage, the manufacturers without 
regard to party, or to opinions recently 
expressed by them, cry out in self-pre- 
servation against it. They don’t like a 
tariff lux when it oppresses them and en- 
riches some one else. 

The liostou merchant before the Senate 
committee, advocating free traffic with 
Canada and free crude iron and coal, and 
at the s line time expressing himself as a 
believer iu protection, offers a strange 
spectacle of consistency. 

The very idea at tho base of protection 
is to restrict commerce witli other 
nations. 


The only posaihle reason for the Bos- 
ton merchant’s advocating free traffic 
with Canada is that ho sees it will bene- 
fit Boston's trade and increase her tiros- 

K ority, while free crude iron and coal will 
eneilt the industries of New England 
which the present tariff is choking. 

If the present degroe of protection is 
for tho good of tho whole country, New 
England should, if nocessarv, be offered 
upon the altar, and her merchants and 
manufacturers should be dumb at tho 
sacrifice. 

When self preservation compels the 
Governor of our State and leading mer- 
chants and manufacture ! h to take po- 
sitions entirely Inconsistent with each 
other, it is time for people to think for 
themselves and Ascertain which is tho 
true position — tho one which necessity 
compels thomerchants and manufacturer* 
to take or the inconsistent with it which 
is at the same time professed. If free 
crude iron and coal are good things, so 
are other free raw materials and our 
present tariff should bo modified ill that 
direction. Logic.

In the regular course the choice of one 
of tho two persons to bo voted for 
would come from Ward Four, this year 
and if it is the desire of her citizens to 
put forward Mr. Fiske, probably no bet- 
ter selection for the ward or city could 
be made. 

There has boon precedent, however, for 
a third term for some of our representa- 
tives. 

Mr. Slocum’s predecessor, E. W. 
Wood, Esq., of Ward Three, was given a 
third term, and to a good many of our 
citizens it would seem, if Mr. Slocum 
could be returned once more, it would 
prove to be highly benetical for our city 
and state. 

Mr. Slocum’s position in the last 
house was unquestionably among the 
few leaders. When he took au active 
part in the debate he always held the at- 
tention of the house, because the mem- 
bers had come to feel that lie spoke 
from preparation and h's apparent con- 
victions. 

If Ward Four should feel inclined to 
nominate Mr. Slocum for a selection and 
hold Mr. Fiske over for nomination to next 
year, we tliiuk the interests of the city 
would be promoted, and the compliment 
would be appreciated by other wards of 
our city.

The Girls’ Friendly Society. 

The 5th anniversary of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society of Grace church was 
held last Sunday night. The service 
was conducted by the Rev. Dr. Shinn 
and the Rev. W. R. Callendnr. Tho ser- 
mon was delivered by the Rev. Dr. Lind- 
say of Boston. It was a most interest- 
ing and impressive presentation of the 
topic, “The Word of God.” The follow- 
ing report, which was read, will show 
tlie plans of the organization: 

The aim of the Girls’ Friendly Society 
is to encourage purity of life, thrift, 
faithfulness to employers, and to follow 
as closely as possible their motto: “Bear 
ye one another’s burdens.” It has 
Branches all over England, and a rapidly 
increasing membership on the Continent 
and in America, and thus are able to 
secure to girls leaving their homes 
friendly care and interest in the new 
country, or town, to which they may go. 

The Newton Branch of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society of America hold its 
first meeting on January 29th, 1885, 
starting with a membership of 11, which 
has steadily increased uutil the roll now- 
shows 8J belonging to the Branch. 

Since its formation the Branch has 
given over $500.00 to various objects, in- 
cluding boxes of clothing and money to 
the Indian Missions and Schools in the 1 
West, and the Fieedmen of the South, I 
also to the Church in Hayti. 

They have provided a Christian homo 
and education for a native girl iu China. 

Their name appears on the Missionary 
Enrollment Fund, and they were also 
glad to assist in releasing our churcn 
from debt. 

Miss Williston’s Home and the Newton 
Cottage Hospital have been helped by 
contributions ot clothing. 

Services in Nonantum during the 
Lenten season were htld for two years 
under the auspices of this Society. 

A Sick Fund lias been started by the 
members, from which to draw iu aiding 
those among them who may be ill and 
unable to hear such expenses. 

A small Library is also placed at the 
service of its members. 

Meotiugs are held in the Parish House 
of Grace church on every Thursday 
evening throughout tho year. 

Classes are formed during the winter 
for instruction. Practical talks on hy- 
giene, the care of the sick, cooking, cal- 
isthenics, etc., are frequently delivered 
before the Society, as well as lectuies on 
travels and other interesting topics. 

A business meeting is called every 
three months, at which time the rector 
admits any eligible candidates by an im- 
pressive service in the chapel, and dur- 
ing Lent lie closes the weekly meetings 
with a short religious instruction. 

To sum up: The “(Jills’ Friendly So- 
ciety” tries to show that no one is too 
young or poor to do good, and that for 
all there is a home in the church. 

A Hint to Ambitious Young Men. 

(From the New Medford Standard.) 

If there are among us any young men 
who aspire to he Governor of Massachu- 
setts 15 or 20 years hence, they may 
know what courso it is best for them to 
pursue. They must gut elected to the 
Legislature for several terms, and make ;

goveruorship, from which place they 
may entertain a fair hope for the gover- 
norship. It would ho a great advantage 
to the commonwealth if there were a 
good many young men of high character 
and ability who would act from this 
point of view. For, though they could 
not all ho Lieutenant-governors and Gov- 
ernors, they would help elevuto consid- 
erably the standing of the legislative 
body; a boost of which it is pretty gener- 
ally conceded that it stands much in 
need.

There is a painful rumor that this 
year a change will be made in the plan 
of conducting our evening schools, and 
that only the actually illiterate will be 
educated. That is, if a boy or girl knows 
how to read, and are prevented by cir- 
cumstances from attending the day 
schools, they are to have no chance of 
getting any further education in New 
ton. A young man who desires to re- 
ceive some instruction in book-keeping 
to fit himself for a higher position, will 
be dcuied the privilege. We have not 
been informed of the purpose of this 
change, but presume it is from motives 
of economy, but it looks very much like 
the proverbial saving at the spigot and 
wasting at the bungbole. The day- 
schools have been made such an expen. 
sive feature of our school system, that 
there is no money for the evening schools, 
which are established for the benefit of 
the poorer children, who certainly 
need every advantage that can be of 
fered them. It would certainly seem to 
bo a more generous and enlightened 
policy to cut down on some of the more 
expensive features at the High School, 
for instance, or to get along with less 
frequent changes of text books, notice of 
which seem, to be given at almostevery 
committee meeting, rather than to cut 
dowu the advantages offered to the 
children of the poor. 

The evening schools certainly ought to 
he made as good as the city can afford, 
as a niggardly policy there is the last 
place where it should be displayed. It is 
-ccitainly to be hoped that the curreut 
report of a change of policy is uot true, 
or that if true, it will not be adopted. 
The board passed an order for a manual 
training school iu Auhurndale, one of 
the richest sections of the city, and to 
uow cut down the advantages offered at 
the eveniug schools would look too 
much like au attempt to make class 
distinctions. 

Perhaps they might expect the Social 
Science Club, which established and car- 
ried through a summer school at No- 
nantum, the place of all others where it 
was needed, will come forward this win- 
ter and make up any deficiencies iu the 
evening schools! 

DK. SHINN DECLINES. 


The Boston Traveller has abandoned 
the blanket sheet and comes out iu the 
eight page form, of about tho same size 
as the Graphic. AU the old-fashioned 
papers are coraiug to it, and the Travel- 
ler is now handsomer and more readable 
than ever before. It has also put ou a 
new dress of type and all tho frills.

The people of Newton, especially those 
who have children iu the public schools, 
will be very sorry to learn that Rev. Dr. 
Shinn will uot conseut to he a candidate 
for reelection to the school board. He 
has served the public well and faithfully 
for thirteeu years, hut he says he can no 
longer spare the time from his other du- 
ties. There would be no question of his 
renominatiou or of his reelection by a 
wry substantial majority, if he would 
•consent to allow his name to he used, 
and there will certainly he a great ileal 
of pressure to induce him to change his 
decision. 

As a school committee-man, Dr. Shinn 
has had uo superior on our school 
board, and iu his long period of service 
Ik has done a great deal to give the New- 
ton schools their high reputation. As a j 
frequent visitor to the schools, or in the 
meetings of the board, lie lias set an ex- 
ample of perfect courtesy and fairness, 
nml h»H advocated an enlightened policy 
in ali doings of the school hoard, with a 
singular freedom from prejudice, which 
have won for him strong friends among 
pupils, teachers and parents. What the 
public opinion is of his services was 
shown wlieu lie was elected the last time 
by n practically unanimous vote. 

Much men as Dr. hhiuu are needed 
<upou our school board, and it will he 
very’ difficult to fill his place satisfactori- 
ly. The ideal school committee-man is 
something like a poet; lie inborn, and 
not made by the mere fact of being 
chosen to the office, and there is perhaps 
no place iu our city government, where 
an unlit man, ruled by prejudice, or by 
narrow-minded views of his duty, can 
do more injury, than upon the school 
board. The best men in the cit/, the 
men of the widest culture, uud of the 
most enlightuued public spirit, are none 
too good to serve upon tho school board 
and the numerous vacancies that are to 
be filled this fall should be carefully { 
cousideied, and the candidates chosen 
for their special lituess, and not because 
they want the place, or because no one 
else can be found willing to serve.

Entrance Examinations. 

The following appeared in tho superin- 
tendent's report read at the last meeting 
of the school boaid, as the facts in re- 
gard to the manner in which High School 
pupils passed tlie college examinations: 

The mi ui I n- r el graduate* of the High School 
who took the tinul examinations foi admission to 
i he colleges and the Institute of Technology in 
.Juuela.-i was 21; at Harvard <>, at Amherst 4, at 
Boston Univeisitv 4: at Yale 1, at Vassal 1, at 
the Institute of Technology s. sixteen were ad- 
mitted without condition*, one was e mditioned 
in English, two in Algebra, one in Germau.two 
in French, oue in l.uiiu, one iu Gieek, one iu 
Latin prosody, and two in Greek composition. 

One of the applicants at Harvard received 
honors in four subjects:— advanced Latin, ad- 
vanced Greek, French and English; one re- 
ceived honors in three subjects:— Latin composi- 
tion, Greek composition, and geoiuetn ; another 
received honors iu tbr*e subjects:— i.atin com- 
position, Gr.ek compos!' mu, and ancient histoiy; 
one received an honor in Greek composition; 
and oue received uu honor iu Greek. 

One of the applicants at the Boston University 
received au honor iu Latin and another received 
au honor iu English. 

The whole number of coudllious received iu 
the tlual examinations was 11; the whole num- 
ber of honors w as 14. 

The number admitted by certificate was 2; at 
Smith I and at NVeliesley 1. 

The nuiulM-r of pupils of the High School who 
took the preliminary examinations was 21; at 
Haivurd 8, at Vussar 2, at Boston University 1, 
at Yale I, at Amherst 2, at the Institute ot Tech- 
nology 10. Fifteen passed without couditious, 
oue was conditioned iu physics, one iu Lain, 
two in ancient history, two in English, thn-e in 
geometry, two iu Greek, uud one in Greek gram- 
mar Two of the applicants at Harvard received 
one honor each iu physics, one received honors 
in two subjects, ancient history aud Greek, and 
one at Boston University received honor* in two 
subjects, Ua-sar and Cicero. 

The whole number of conditions received iu 
the nreliuiinui y examinations was 12; the whole 
number of huuors was 0.

Tho First Congregational church of 
Newton Centro will observe the 225th 
anniversary of its founding Sunday and 
Monday, Oct. t! and 7. Tho services will 
he of an interesting and impressive 
character and tho committeo of arrange- 
ments lias prepared an elaborate pro- 
gram. The auditorium will ho prettily 
decorated for the occasion nnd the 
chapel will be reserved for a unique ex- 
hibition of memorials nnd relics of his- 
toric significance kindly loaned for that 
purpose. A chorus of 50 voices has been 
trained under the direction of Col. I. F. 
Kingsbury and the musical features will 
be especially interesting and enjoyable. 

A great deal of public interest is concen- 
trated in tins rcmarkablo event iu the 
church history of this city and tho 
Graphic has, therefore, prepared a 
brief account of the founding and subse- 
quent growth of the church and society. 

According to Jackson’s history the 
first distinct congregation in Newton 
was formed for public worship in 1059, 
when Deacon John Jackson gave an aero 
of land for tho location of the first meet- 
ing house, built about the year 1000. 
John Eliot, Jr., was tho first pastor. It 
is probable that he supplied the pulpit 
of the new meetiug-houso in the villago 
most of the time previous to his ordina- 
tion, which took place July 20, 1004. 
The elders and messengers of the 
churches of Dorchester and Roxbury, 
including Rev. Richard Matlior and Rev. 
John Eliot, sen., wero preseut, aud prob- 
ably others. The first church in Newton 
proper, the third in the town of Cam- 
bridge, was organized on the same day. 
At the same time, and agreeable to the 
customs of that early period, Thomas 
Wiswall, lately a member of the Dor- 
chester church, was ordained Ruling 
Elder. This was during the ministry of 
Mr. Mitchell, the second pastor of tho 
church in Cambridge. The church in 
Newton was properly a colony from that 
church, though a considerable number 
of the members were from other neigh- 
boring churches. The congregation was 
composed of about thirty families, and 
tho church of about eighty members— 
forty males and forty females. The Roc 
ords of this church wore burned, togeth- 
er with the house of Rev. Mr. Meriani, 
the fourth minister, March 18, 1770. 

The location of the first meeting- 
house in Newton, near the middle of the 
old cemetery on Centre street, is marked 
by the marble column, erected in Sep- 
tember, 1852, to the memory of the first 
settlers. This in mument has inscribed 
on one ■side the names of the first set- 
tlers, the date of their settlement, the 
time of their decease, and their ages. 
Ou the other side are inscriptions to the 
memory of the first minister, the first 
ruling elder, nnd the donors of the bury- 
ing place. It was erected by forty-three 
of the descendants of tho men whom i<* 
commemorates. In its foundation was 
deposited a pamphlet, containing a his- 
torical statement and notices of the first 
settlers. The petition for a divison of 
the town of Cambridge in 1078 states 
that the meeting-house in the Village 
had been lately enlarged. Probably this 
was done at the settlement of Mr. Ilo- 
bert, or soon afterwards. In 1080 it was 
agaiu enlarged. 

The second meeting-house, voted in 
1090, commenced iu the spring of 1097, 
and completed in the early part of 1098, 
stood on the westerly side of Centre 
street, opposite the cemetery. The laud, 
once owned by John Spring, who, it is 
probable, irave it to the town for the 
purpose of erecting on it a house of 
God, after the removal of the meeting- 
house, as stated by Mr. Jackson in a 
note, was re-conveyed by the town to 
John Spring, who was chairman of the 
Building committee. By a deed given 
by Abraham Jackson— son of Dea. John 
Jackson, who was the donor of the first 
lot of land for the meeting-house aud 
cemetery,— to his grandson, John, in 
1717, it appears that the first meeting- 
house was still standing at that date,— 
nineteen years after the second meeting- 
house was finished: but for what purpose 
it was used during those 
nineteen years is not known. It may 
have been for a Town Douse, school- 
house, or for military purposes, as t lie 
training field was there. 

After Mr. Eliot’s death, Rev. Noltomi- 
ah llohart assumed the pastorate, proba- 
bly supplying the pulpit 2 years before 
In* was settled in Dee. 23, 1074. His pas- 
torate continued until Aug. 25, 1712, when 
lie died at the age of 03. 

Rev. Joint Cotton succeeded Mr. Ho- 
bart. 

Mr. Cotton’s ministry in Newton con- 
tinued from November 3, 1714, till his 
death. May 17, 1757. His father was 
Rev. Roland Cotton, of .Sandwich (II. C. 
1085) his grandfather, Rev. John Colton 
of Plymouth (H. C. 1057), and his great- 
grandfather, tho celebrated Rev. John 
Cotton, one of the first ministers of Bos- 
ton, and previously minister of Boston, 
in Lincolnshire, England, a place noted 
in the annals of tl o persecuted Puritans. 

Mr. Cotton married Mary, daughter of 
Mr. Robert Gibbs of Boston. February 
19, 1719, and had eleven children, five 
sons and six daughters. His ministry 
extended over a period of forty-two aud 
a half years. 

Rev. Mr Cotton preached iu the old 
meeting-house about 7 years and iu the 
new one erected at the ‘‘Centre” in 1721 
about 30 years. Thu second church 
stood about 84 years and was replaced 
by another iu 1805. 

Rev. Jonas Merium was ordained pas- 
tor March 22, 1758. 

Tho congregation of tho First Parish 
having tested so many and various gilts, 
during the illness of Mr. Merium and after 
his decease, it was felt that the time had 
come to elect a pastor. December 18, 
1780, the church voted “that the seventh 
day of February next be observed as a 
day of fasting ami prayer, to seek direc- 
tion with regard to the resettling of the 
gosnel among us; the deacons to invite 
suen of the neighboring ministers us 
they think proper to assist in the ser- 
vices, and provide for them cuteitain- 
inent/’ But so great was their delibera- 
tion, that it was not till October 8th — 
eight months afterwards,— that the 
church held a meeting to choose u pas- 
tor At that meeting, Jonathan Homer 
received sixty-eight votes; eight neasons 
signified that they were uot ready for a 
choice. Two hundred pounds were 
voted, to encourage Mr. Homer to settle 
ill the ministry, oue-half iu oue year and 
oue-halfiu two years. 


The ministry of Dr. Homer covered a 
period of sixty-one years. He was sole 
pastor fortv-flve years, till November, 
1827, nnd then had ns colleague Rev. 
James Bates.— whose ministry covered 
about cloven years and a half. Tim pas- 
toral relation of Dr. Homer and Mr. 
Bitten was dissolved the same day, April 
17. 1880. A revival of religion occurred 
during tl e united ministry of Dr. Ho- 
mer nnd Mr. Bates, in 1827, and in the 
course of that year seventy-two wore ad- 
mitted to the church, many of them 
heads of families. A second season of 
special religious interest ;occurrcd in 
1831-32. Iu tho year 1832, sixty-fivo were 
added to the church by profession nnd 


eleven by letter,— total, seventy-six. 

One of tho moBt important movements 
of the Society, during tho ministry of 
Dr. Homer, was the ercetiou of the meet- 
ing-house in 1805. 

The pastoral relation between Dr. Ho- 
mer nnd the first Congregational church 
was dissolved April 17, 1839. after having 
existed fifty-seven years and two months. 

Nov. 14, 1827, Rev. James Bates was or- 
dained pastor. He resigned his pastor- 
ate in February, 1S39. 

In April, 1842, the ohurch and society 
united in calling to the pastorate the Rev. 
Wm. Uushnull, who was in Newton a 
yoar and three months befor tho decease 
of Dr. Homer; and thus tho few ministe- 
rial services which the ex-pnstor was 
able to perform overlapped into the term 
of service of his successor. Thus tho 
young pastor was permitted to profit by 
the experience of the elder, and to learn 
from his lips tho peculiarities of tho 
field he was to cultivate. Their inter- 
course was always genial and friendly. 
A spirit of enterprise began to stir in the 
community, which the presonce of a 
younger pastor was well adapted to fos- 
ter and guide. Three important pro- 
jects, — 1. The organization of the Eliot 
church, composed chicfiy of members 
colonized from the first Congregational 
chinch, — 2. The election of a now meet- 
ing-house on the site of tho building 
which had been occupied sinco 1S05,— 
and, 3. The introduction of railroad fa- 
cilities into Newton" Centre wore the 
main features of the period of Mr. Bush- 
uell’s brief ministry, which lasted only 
four years and seven months. Ho re- 
signed his charge December 13, 1840. 

During the ministry of Mr. Hushuoll, 
the now church edifice (the fifth) was 
built, and dedicated March 24, 1847. 

On the 28th of May, 1847, Mr. Daniel 
Little Furber received a unanimous call 
to tho pastorship, which was accepted, 
and he was ordained Dec. 4, 1847. Dr. 
Furber’ slpastorate coveied about 85years, 
aud ho was succeeded by tho present 
paste* . Rev. T. C. Holmes.

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THE KILuiNG OF GEN. JORDAN. | 

A Tlolont Mnn, and the Sudden Death 

That Overtook Him »t l.iwt, 

A dramatic sequence of events lay be- 
hind tlio recent assassination of Gen. 
Lopez Jordan In the streets of Duenos 
Ayres. Jordan was a violent, venture- 
some, unscrupulous man, w o had ex- 
perienced all the ups and downs of an 
adventurer’s career. He was i)orn in 
Concepcion, Uruguay, in 1822. He was 
educated in the Jesuit college, in Buenos 
Ayres, and in 1841 entered the Argen- 
tine army as e lieutenant. In the revo- 
lutionary times of 1849 he was command- 
ant of his native town. He was unpop- 
ular. even among his own people. He 
was quarrelsome, imperious and inso- 
lent, and always ready to meet any re- 
sentment which Ids conduct excited with 
a challenge to a duel. In the disturb- 
ances of 1851 he took sides with the 
tyrant Rosas against the rebellious Gen. 
Uqurila. 

Under the protection of his chief he 
committed all sorts of misdeeds. Ilia 
most atrocious crime was the murder of 
Maj. Casas. In the shadow of this crime 
he passed the lost years of his life, and 
in consequence of it he met a violent 
death. Casas was the prefect of the city 
of Palmas, in the province of EntreRios. 
He was a landed proprietor nnd a cattle 
man of great wealth. In 1873 he made 
a trip through the province for the pur- 
pose of selling 1,000 sheep and a large 
strip of woodland. In returning home 
with the proceeds of the Bales in his 
pockets he passed through the region 
held by Jordan’s troops. Jordan heard 
of his presence, and ordered that he 
should be arrested. It was done. Jor- 
dan received Casas in his tent, questioned 
him as to his possessions, and then, with- 
out a word of accusation, complaint or 
explanation, commanded that he should 
be executed. Casas was tied to a tree 
and slaughtered like a sheep. Jordan 
seized all the money found on the dead 
man's body, and afterward stripped his 
victim’s family of all their property. 

Justice is pretty leaden footed in the 
Argentine Republic, especially when she 
is after generals; nevertheless, she be- 
gan to overhaul Jordan almost immedi- 
ately after the despoliation of the Ca- 
sases. One by one his crimes were 
turned against him until in 1878 he was 
imprisoned in Parana on the charge of 
murdering Casas and Gen. Urquiza. By 
bribing the guards he made his escape 
from jail and left Parana in the disguise 
of a beggar on the arm of his daughter. 
He concealed himself over the border for 
ten years. After the amnesty of 1888 he 
returned to Buenos Ayres. 

In the meantime the young son of 
Maj. Casas had become a man. He had 
seen many black days since the despolia- 
tion of his family. His mother lmd died 
of a broken heart, in extreme poverty. 
On her deathbed she made him swear to 
avenge his father’s murder. A keen 
struggle with the world to obtain food 
and clothes for his sister and himself 
kept this oath fresh in young Casas’ 
memory. He knew that Jordan would 
come back to Buenos Ayres some day, 
and he watched carefully for news of 
his return. A few weeks ago news of 
Jordan’s reappearance came to Monte- 
video, where young Casas, as a reporter, 
was making a fair living for his sister 
and himself. Casas went at once to 
Buenos Ayres. 

Ono Saturday noon Gen. Lopez Jordan 
stepped from his house into the most 
crowded street of Buenos Ayres for his 
midday stroll. Some hundred steps 
from his door a young man sprang be- 
fore him and asked: 

“Are you Gen. Lopez Jordan?” 

“Yes.” 

“I am Aurelio Casas, son of Maj. 
Casas, whom you murdered sixteen 
years ago. I am come to shoot you.” 

Gen. Jordan stood quite still and spoke 
a few words of apology. Aurelio Casas 
did not heed them. He motioned back 
the gathering crowd, drew a revolver 
and shot Gen. Jordan in the throat. Gen. 
Jordan did not move. Casas fired a sec- 
ond shot. It passed into Gen. Jordun’s 
heart, and he fell dead to tho ground. 
Some one shouted “Murder!” 

“I am no murderer!" shouted back 
Casas, who remained beside his victim’s 
body. “I have merely killed the man 
who killed my father.” Then he threw 
down his revolver and walked away. 
Subsequently ho surrendered himself to 
the police. The l>ody of Gen. Lopez Jor- 
dan was carried to his palace, which had 
been built and furnished with the pro- 
ceeds of the crime just avenged. — New 
York Sun. 

l>o Not Relieve In a Future Life. 
When a gypsy dies that is tho end. 
Every member of the race has a horror 
of death, because no gypsy lives who 
has faith in a hereafter. They cannot 
bo induced to con tern plate-it. No genu- 
ine gypsy ever accepted Christianity. 
Borrow in his many years of Bible and 
missionary work among thorn never 
claimed to have converted one. In all 
countries, as is true of a goodly number 
of other folk, they occasionally profess 
a sort of attachment to the ruling creed. 
For instance, we hear of a “gypsy ex- 
horter" in Ohio, and the other day a 
good bishop of Delawn re. was allowed to 
christen a gypsy child in a camp near 
Wilmington. But these little hvpocri- 
, sies ure all in the way of gypsy thrift.— 
Springfield Republican. 


lice* mill Gold, 

Clinton A. Snowden, of Tacoma, saw 
bees going and coming from a hollow 
tree., He built a fire, smoked out the 
bees and cut down the tree to get tho 
honey, lie found a great lot of it; but, 
better still, a large quantity of gold was 
in the hollow trunk. It hud evidently 
been deposited there by nature, and the 
wise men out there think that it was 
“gradually washed up every year by tho 
flow of sap. and in course of time accu- 
mulated into a solid mass.” Mr. Snow- 
den got over $7,100 for the gold. — New 
York Bun.

Tli « ImllHfi Problem Not V®t 8 ol»ml. 

While wo congratulate tho people of 
tho whole northwest, and especially the 
citizens of Dnkota, on the consummation 
of their long desire, the opening of tho 
reservation by no means puts an end to 
the Indinn problem as far as tho Sioux 
are concerned. On the contrary, it is 
scarcely more than the beginning. Only 
a part of tho reserve is acquired by tho 
government; and the same questions will 
doubtless arise in future, as to that part, 
which have proved so vexatious in rela- 
tion to the whole. No settlement can 
ever be regarded as final which stops 
short of the absolute allotment of lands 
in severalty and the adding of all that 
remains to the public domain. Again, 
it seems as if the government were mere- 
ly abandoning one posture of tho “guar- 
dian and ward” attitude in order to as- 
sume another. Tho reservation system, 
with its issue of rations and consequent 
tendencies toward idleness and vice, has 
scarcely a friend remaining. Yet we 
hnve only the same thing in nnother 
form in the practice of accumulating im- 
mense cash funds for tiie benefit of the 
Indian, to be held in trust by the na ion, 
while interest is paid regularly to the 
beneficiary. Tho purchase of these lands 
by the nation means a permanent invest- 
ment in trust for the Indian. And it is 
not according to nature that a quarterly 
payment to him of so many dollars in 
cash a9 interest will be any less demoral- 
izing than the issue of so many blankets 
and so many pounds of flour, beef and 
pork. — St. Paul Pioneer-Press. 


Radiy Used Up by Rep*. 


Mr. Georgo Murray, a teacher at the 
Colliery hoard schools, Diptou, with the 
assistance of one or two other gentle- 
men, was preparing to carry some half 
dozen hives of bees from tho Colliery 
farm to the fells at Waskerley. During 
the process of packing them in a cart 
the bottom fell off one of the hives, and, 
as a natural consequence, the bees came 
buzzing out and stung Mr. Murray and 
his companions, as well as stinging the 
horse attached to the cart. Tho animal 
bolted away in fright. Hundreds of 
bees found their way out of the remain- 
der of the hives, and not only stung the 
occupants of the cart and the horse in a 
dreadful manner, hut the insects also 
fastened themselves upon a number of 
school children who were having a ride 
through the village on a hay cart. Mr. 
Murray and his companion (Mr. Elliott) 
were left lying on the ground in an ex- 
hausted and almost unconscious state, 
and the horse was so badly injured by 
the insects' stings that it fell down upon 
the road and succumbed the same night. 
Mr. Murray was also confined to his bed 
for some time, hut on Saturday lie was 
reported to be much better. The rest 
apjtear to bo veiy little worse. — Pall 
Mall Gazette. 


Tho Cotton Worm*. 


That ono drug house in Vicksburg 
should receive orders for fifteen tons, or 
30,000 pounds, of paris green in one day 
demonstrates the extent of the appre- 
hension felt by cotton planters concern- 
ing the cotton worms in the large area 
of country tributary to or trading with 
that city. With the cotton worms ap- 
parently so formidable in their second 
generation, the third generation, which 
forms a vast increase over its progeni- 
tors, may do very serious damage. It is 
extremely unfortunate, if it be true, that 
the available supply of paris green has 
been already exhausted. It is likely that 
far more than the amount already used 
will he needed. Where these pests aro 
unchecked by poison, in their third gen- 
eration, they have been known to rav- 
age cotton fields and leave the stalks as 
hare of foliage in the latter part of Au- 
gust and September as they aro in early 
February before being pulled up and 
burned, preparatory to the planting of a j 
new crop. — New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat. 


4EGRO BOYS ATTACKED BY BEARS. 


On® Kilted mid On* TnIcaii to th® llnan' 
U«ii, Wlt«r« II® IV na Found. 

Along tho south bank of the Warrior 
river, in Tuscaloosa county, there is a 
tract of land, some 8,000 acres in extent, 
which is a strange combination of 
swamp, hillock nnd dense forest. There 
are little patches of forest where the fo- 
liage of the oak and poplar treebehut out 
the sunlight at noonday; then there is a 
cluster of little hillocks, some of them 
more thnn thirty feet high, and then 
conies a stretch of swamp, so dense and 
so dismal that only tho most daring 
hunterH will penetrate it. This locality 
is the hunters’ paradise. In the notches 
of forest there are thousands of squir- 
rels, turkeyH, coons, rabbits and a few 
deer. In the swamp, bear, mink and 
other animals are found. The swamp is 
covered with a dense growth of cane- 
brake, and in this black hears are found 
in large numbers. They prey on the 
young stock of the farmers around the 
swamp. 

Just below this swamp there are sev- 
eral large plantations cultivated entirely 
by negro labor. Living in little cabins, 
many of them very close to the swamps 
or forest, there are probably 200 families 
of negroes. Tho little children of these 
negroes have no fear of the dark cane- 
brake swamps or the dense forest; as a 
result they often get lost. Several times 
children have been lost in the swamp toi 
a day and night at a time. 

One day last week the two boys of 
Perry Taylor, colored, aged 4 and 0, left 
home early one morning and wandered 
off into the forest. They were not missed 
until noon, and then their parents felt 
no uneasiness about them. Night came 
an and still the two boys had not re- 
turned. Taylor nnd his wife were alarrn- 
3d, but they could do nothing until 
morning. Next day they organized a 
searching party and penetrated the 
swamp and forest. There were some 
fifty people in the searching party, and 
they covered several miles of the swamp 
and forest without finding any trace of 
the missing children. The second day 
the search was continued, and probably 
200 negroes joined the searching party. 

At about noon of the third day five 
jegroes, who had penetrated a mile 
further into the canebrake than the main 
searching party, found the dead body of 
the oldest boy. He had evidently been 
killed by a bear, and his flesh and cloth- 
ing were badly torn. The main search- 
ing party came up and began to search 
for the youngest boy. A few hundred 
yards from the spot where the body of 
the oldest boy was found the party ran 
into a bears’ den. There were one male 
and two female bears and five cubs. The 
aid hears showed fight and were shot 
lead, several of the negroes being armed. 
\t the sound of the shooting the five 
mbs had huddled close together under 
i;he upturned roots of a fallen tree. They 
were dragged out, and there, half 
smothered by the young bears, was the 
4- year-old negro hoy. There was not a 
scratch on the hoy’s body, but he was 
almost starved and was very weak. 

The child said they got lost in the 
woods and kept walking until they were 
tired, and then lay down and went to 
sleep. He was awakened by hearing his 
brother scream, and, looking up, saw 
him in the clutches of a bear. The lit- 
tle fellow was too badly frightened to 
run or make an outcry. He lay still and 
saw his brother torn to pieces. Then the 
bear turned to him. He screamed and 
closed his eyes, expecting to he killed. 
The bear put its nose in his faee, and, 
after smelling him a while, caught his 
clothing in its teeth und started away 
with him. The bear carried him to the 
den and dropped him among the young 
cubs, where he remained until found by 
the searching party. Neither the old or 
young bears made any effort to hurt the 
child. — Birmingham (Ala.) Letter.

Muhlon D. Turk, of Oley, six miles 
from this city, is tho owner of five large 
fish dams. Of late lie has been greatly 
troubled by the depredations of fish 
hawks, which have made frequent de- 
scents upon his fish preserves, where 
swim some 3,000 or 4,000 German carp of 
various sizes. The other day. intending 
to abate the nuisance somewhat if jtossi- 
blc, lie took down his shotgun, and with 
a supply of buckshot secreted himself in 
the hushes beside one of the dams. Pres- 
ently an enormous bird soared overhead, 
and after circling around slowly three 
times made a rapid descent into the 
pond.

HUSTLING TRAMPS. 

NK1VTON AND WALTHAM OKFICKBS BUKAK 
UP A GANO IN WESTON. 

A gang of tramps lias been making its 
rendezvous in an old barn close to the 
Weston line, near Riverside, and in one 
or two other places in the immediate vi- 
cinity. Weston being a small town, lias 
only very limited police protection, and 
as tlie trouble affected certain people in 
Waltham and Newton, Chief of Police 
Burleigh of the former city and City 
Marshal Richardson resolved a short 
time ago to make a wholesale “clean 
out” of tho tramps. Wednesday night 
was fixed as the time for tho raid, and 
shortly before 11 o’clock, City Marshal 
Richardson, Sergt. tHeustis, and Officers 
Purcell, Harrison and Guilty of Newton, 
met Chief or Police Burleigh, Sergt. Mc’- 
Kcnna, and Officers Cature of Waltham 
and Seaver of Weston at the Auburndale 
bridge, near the tramps’ hiding place, 
proceeded to the barn, and there found 
11 of the worst looking specimens ot 
humanity stretched out on the hay, and 
nearly all asleep. As fast as they were 
secured hundcuffs were put upon them. 
One of the men, who was a little more 
agile than the others, managed to slip 
his irons and get away, but the remain- 
ing 10 were taken safely to the station at 
West Newton. It was tlie habit of the 
tramps to go to farmhouses and beg 
their breakfasts. In several cases insults 
have been offered to the ladies of the 
houses and several thefts in the vicinity 
are believed to have been committed by 
them. The ten were taken to Waltham 
Thursday morning and arraigned in the 
district court of that city. Two of tho 
number succeeded in convincing Judge 
Luce that they were really seeking for 
work, and had not, been “on the road” 
for any length of time, and he discharged 
them, but the other eight were each sen- 
tenced to six months iii the house of cor- 
rection.

CELEBRATES ITS 225th 
ANNIVERSARY. 


Addresses Given at the First 
Chnrcli of Newton Centre. 


AN INTERESTING EXHIBIT OF 
ANCIENT MEMORIALS. 


A Full Account of the Exercises 
of Sunday and Monday, 


The 225th anniversary of tho organiza- 
tion of the First Church in Newton was 
observed with inteiesting services, Sun- 
day, in the church at Newton Centre. 
There was a large attendance from all 
parts of the city, together with n amor- 
ous visitors and former members of the 
church. The auditorium was appropri- 
ately decorated. A variety of potted 
plants and ferns were massed in front of 
the pulpit, while the projecting cornices 
and supporting colurauson either side of 
the main aisle were twined with stream- 
ers ot evergreen. In the great arch in 
the rear of the pulpit, a beautiful floral 
cross was placed, while on either side, 
above a drapiug of Hags and bunting, 
appeared the figures: “1064 — 1889.” Sus- 
pended from the arches along the side of 
the church were panels trimmed with 
evergreen, bearing the names of all the 
former pastors, with the dates of their 
birth, resignation or decease. 

The services Sunday morning com- 
menced at 10.30 o’clock, the choir render- 
ing the “Te Doum.” Rev. Alvah Hovey, 
D. D., president of the Newtou Theolog- 
ical Institution, read from the Scriptures, 
and prayer was offered by Prof. E. A. 
Park, D. D., of Audover. The rendition 
of tho hymti “Cambridge” by the con- 
gregation preceded the delivery of the 
historical address by Rev. Daniel L. Fur- 
ber, D. D., pastor emeritus. Dr. Furbcr 
took his texts from Hebrews xiii, 
“Remember them which have the rule 
over you,” and from Proverbs xvii, 0: 
“Children’s cliildreu are the crowu of 
old men, and the glory of children are 
their fathers.” In his opening remarks 
he said that it would be his purpose to 
speak of the doctrines that Had been 
preached in the First Church during its 
more than two centuries of existence, 
alluding to the character and teachings 
of the preachers themselves. The doc- 
trines preached iu the old church, con- 
tinued the speaker, were thoroughly 
Calvinistic. The people were, for the 
most part, cultivated, having been 


| spoko of the importance of an educated 
j ministry, lie was a scholarly man, with 
I a happy skill in composition. Ho was a 
practical abolitionist 1<*6 years before the 
abolition of slavery, for during the early 
days of his ministry ho bought a female 
slave who was much abused and gave 
her freedom. Anna Hammond, a daugh- 
ter of Gen. Hammond, joined the First 
Church during Mr. Morriam’s ministry. 
She was a lady of great piety and culture, 
who lived to bo over 1(M) years of age. 
She was a firm believer in faith and was 
fnmiliar with the works of the religious 
writers of the day. From the church 
records it appears that White Hold 
preached in the pulpit of the First 
Church, once in 1748 and ngain iu 177D. 
This is a clear indication that the people 
were in sympathy with his utterances. 
Rev. Jonathan ‘Homer, D. D., was 
ordained Fob. 13, 1782, aftor he had bcon 
tendeied and refused a call to the pas- 
torate of the Old South Church in Hos- 
ton, on account of the so-called half-way 
covenant. Our fathers wore firm be- 
lievers in baptism for children, and the 
half-way covenant allowed heads of fami- 
lies to present their children for baptism 
upon acknowledgment of their belief in 
the church and God, but before their 
acknowledgment in a saving faith. The 
Newton church voted to abandon this 
praciico Jan. 4, 1782, and it was abolished 
during the pastorate of Rev. Dr. Homer. 
The first person received into the church 
in his pastorate was Nathan Park, tho 
father of Prof. Park of Andover, who is 
with us today, and who participates in 
these anniversary services. Rev. Dr. 
Homer was one of the best known 
ministers in New England. The later 
years of his life were devoted to a study 
of the English translation of the Bible. 
He proved conclusively that tho King 
James version was compiled from other 
versions, and found out the source from 
which every verse in the Bible was taken. 
He 

ADHERED TO THE OLD FAITH, 
and his sentiments in religious matters 
wore decidedly Evaugelistic and Ortho- 
dox, although bis views were liberal. lie 
was much interested in the theological 
institution at Newton Centre. He was 
in no sense a denominational Christian, 
but a member of the church universal. 
His colleague, Rev. James Bates, was a 
practical Christian, with a profound idea 
of the responsibility of preaching the 
gospel. 

Rev. William Bushnell was installed 
pastor May 24, 1842, and resigned Dec. 13, 
1846. My own pastorate continued from 
Dec. 1, 1847, until Uec.3, 1882. Whon my 
ministry began, the church was small 
and weak, but it rallied after afew years. 
My pulpit utterances. I believe, have been 
in harmony with the utterances of my 
predecessors. The present minister is 
sound in the faith and very successful 
with the young. We can well say of our 
church “We mark her goodly battlements 
and her foundations strong.” 

At the close of the address, the congre- 
gation united in singing, after which the 
benedictiou was pronouuced. 

TIIE SUNDAY SCHOOL.

of worshipping, and of the methods em- 
ployed.

The people were 
called about 9 o’clock by the ringing of a 
bell, which method was adopted after 
some discussion, and tirst had singing, 
then reading of the Scriptures, after 
which the Scriptures were expounded at 
considerable length, frequently for two 
hours. An hour glass was placed either 
on the pulpit or on the deacon’s table, 
where it might readily he seen. The 
people, in contributing, brought forward 
their gifts, laying them down before the 
deacon. Reading the Bible was the uni- 
versal practice, and reading without 
comment was called dumb reading. In 
some societies it was customary to stand 
iluring the prayer, and it was sometimes 
said that there were tliose, and some- 
times Christians even, who make no 
change of posture any more than at a 
lecture. The speaker then described 
some of the methods employed by the 
choir aud its leader iu teaming new 
hymns. Incidentally he mentioned the 
organ of the First Church which at pres- 
ent is forty years old anil very rheumatic, 
and “who knows,” said he, “but what 
tho present anniversary may inspire some 
generous brother or sister to give us one.” 
A vein of temperance was running through 
many of the people at the time, even, 
when the habit of drinking was so pop- 
ular.

Monday's Exercises. 

At the anniversary muuting held on 
Monday afternoon in the Congregational 
church, Judge Roburt R. Bishop presided 
iu his easy way. Judge Bishop made 
some opening remarks appropriate to 
this season of reminiscences. lie spoke 
of the gratitude the people should fuel 
for the great influence the church hud 
had iu the village and among its mem 
burs, lie said that iu looking over the 
complete works of Richard Baxter, pre- 
sented to the church by the president of 
the Bank of England many years ago, he 
hap found often allusions to the relations 
of the church and stale, w Inch in the old 
times wore so strong. Mr. Bishop was 
reminded by it of Hon. Geo. F. Hoar, 
who had spoken in something the same 
way. Tiie church has u great influence 
in politics; the great strike iu London a 
hurt lint .* ago being quelled by Cardinal 


Manning leaving hia palace aud going 
among the strikers, using his great in- j 
tl nonce with tho mob. On his return to 
bin palace ho aaid in defence of the ac- 
tion.

Mr. Hialiop thou spoke of tho second 
pastor of the church, Nebemiah Hobart, 
and his wife, who wore hia ancestors.

He concluded his ablo 
address, full of good feeling, bv tho liopo 
that some day tho people of all churches 
should ho known as Christians, rather 
than Oithodox, Baptist and all tho othor 
names applied to tho religious bodies of 
people. 

Mr. Bishop next expressed his happi- 
ness in introducing Rev. Lomuel C. 
Barnes of the Baptist church. Tho lat- 
ter gave his hearty congratulations on 
this occasion, which had given so much 
pleasure to all. He spoko of the hun- 
dred and more years that this church 
had stood alone, the only church in tho 
village, for it was not until four years 
aftor the founding of our Republic that 
tho Baptist church began its career. He 
spoko of tho remarkable events of the 
past 225 years, thinking that the next 
must bring far greator changes in relig- 
ion, inventions and government. 

At the close Mr. Barnes’ address Mr. 
Bishop roso, saying he hardly knew how- 
to introduce the next speaker, whether 
as a soldier, a general in the war, pastor 
of a church in an important part of the 
state or as his friend, Rev. Erastus 
Blakosleo. The latter began his bright 
and interesting address by saying he 
could not understand why ho was asked 
to be one of the afteruoon’s speakers, un- 
less it was that he once had the honor of 
being a deacon of the church in which 
ho was brought up, the First Church of 
Newton. He said that he had consider- 
ed it a great privilege to act in that ca- 
pacity, and listening to Dr. Furber’s ser- 
mons. Mrs- Anna Hammond Pope, W’ho 
lived to be a hundred and live and gave 
eighty years of her live to church work, 
was an ancestor of Mr. Blakeslee. lie 
spoke tenderly of Charles Ward who 
went from this village to the war, only to 
lose his life for his couutry at Gettys- 
burg. His memory will never be erased 
here whoro he so bravely started 
forth to do his duty on tho battlo-field. 
He closed with the beautiful words, 
“Blessed aro tho dead who die in the 
Lord, for they rest from their labors and 
their works ao follow them.” 

Rev. Calvin Cutler was next in order 
and gave a very interesting account of his 
church in Auburndale, which was one of 
the first branches from this church here. 
This church ho felt to be “the mother 
church,” for surely all the other Orthodox 
societies of Newton, of which there are 
seven, owed their life to it. Some bright 
anecdotes illustrated his meaning iu 
places and he ended by hoping that “pa- 
tient continuing in well doing” might be 
the watchword of the church. 

Mr. Bishop read a letter from His Ex- 
cellency Gov. Ames in answer to an invi- 
tation, regretting bis inability to be pres- 
ent on account of ill health, but wishing 
the church prosperity. Hon. William 
Claflin made the concluding address. He 
spoke briefly upon the relations between 
church and state. He said that though 
the original idea of the Pilgrims was to 
found tiie church and then the state and 
have them in conjunction, they were 
now distinctly separated, and he hoped 
would always remain so. He next re- 
viewed the days of the church during his 
remembrance,* alluding to the period 
when he had been a teacher iu the Sun- 
day School. I shall never forget, said he, 
the stirring meetings that we held in this 
church prior to and during the war of 
the rebellion. I recall also the sacred 
services when we met at the obsequies of 
some departed hero who had given up 
life for country’s sake. No question will 
probably ever arise again that will en- 
gender the bitter hatred aud animosity 
caused by the civil war. Should any 
great question arise in which the honor 
of home and country is threatened, the 
best preparation is through the church, 
such instruction as has been given from 
this pulpit during the history of the 
First Church. 

It had been expected that tho conclu- 
ding address at the afternoon service 
would bo delivered by Rov. N. G. Clark, 
D. D., but lie was unable to be present 
on account of a severe cold. Numerous 
letters of regret were read from gentle- 
men who had been iuvited to attend the 
services, including Gov. Ames, Rev. 
William Butler, Mr. C. C. Barton, Rev. 
J. A. Bator of Williston,Vt., Hon. Janus 
F. C. Hyde of Newton and Mr. Samuel 
Clark of Georgia, a former resident and 
member of the church. At tho conclusion 
I of the afternoon services, the ladies aud 
1 gentlemen present, clergy ami invited 
guests, proceeded to Associates’ Hall on 
Centre St., where an excellent collation, 
prepared by the ladies of Newton Centre, 
was partaken of. 

THE EVENING SERVICE. 

A difficult anthem by the choir, opened 
the evening service, followed l»y reading 
i of tho scriptures by Rev. W. A. Lamb 
I aud a prayer by Prof W. E. Huntington, 
i‘b. 1). After the next hymn the clinic 
i and chorus gave by request, “Jerusalem 
the Golden,” which was sung tiie even- 
ing before. At the close of this Dr, Fur- 
ber was introduced by Mr. Bishop. 

The former had been happily disap- 
pointed, lie said, in preparing for this 
celebration. He had told Mr. Holmes 
, when it was first proposed, that tiie 
church had never done anything remark- 
, able aud that ho hardly thought they 
! couldpcollect material enough for such 
i an anniversary, as the records had Wvii 
burned. B’nt after three mouths investi- 
gation a great deal of interest had come 
to light andi the more he had studied it, 
the prouder he was of the church in 
which he had labored so long. Tho 
celebrated names of John Eliot, John 
Gotten aud Nebemiah Hobart were cer- 
tainly to be remembered with pride. 
The latter bo said had boon ranked with 
t bo eighteen most prominent divines of 
Now- England of hits time. The mission- 
aries alone which had gone out ftotn the 
mother church were enough to give it 
honor. The Williams family, of which 
so many had gone to missions in all 
parts of tho world, wore one of tho most 
prominent in the church. William Wil- 
liams was for nioru than fifty years set- 
tled in Hatfield and his son tho saute 
tune in Lebanon aud his sou elsewhere 
as long. Williams College was founded 
by <»uo of tho family. 

The next to address tho large uudiciier 
was Mr. Winfield S. Slocum of Newton- 
villu. Mr. Slocum thought that lie must 
have been olio of the speakers of tho 
evening on account of his wife’s having 
been a member of the First church He 
said lie was very much surprised to 
learn that this < hutch had bad only uiuo 
ministers in si't years, while they hi 
Newtouville had had live in twenty yeui*.

felt that it was indeed old, for it surely 
connects that tint - with the present. Mr. 
Slocum concluded his interesting address 
by the hope that these anniversaries 
might bring new love and consecration 
for tho work to conte. 

Some letters which had been received 
woro spoken of by Mr. Bishop, all of 
which bore the good wishes and con- 
gratulations of the writers. One was 
from Prof. William T. G. Sheld. whoso 
mother was an inmate of Mr. Rico’s 
home for many years. 

Another was from Dr. Daniel T. Fiske, 
whose wife was once an honored mem- 
ber of the church. The former made a 
beautiful reference to Dr. Furber aud his 
sainted wife. 

Dr. Samuel F. Sm.tli asked for permis- 
sion to speak a few words in the line of 
thought. Dr. Furber was brought 
to his mind by speaking of tho 
Williams family. After speaking of 
qtrious members he said: The American 
Board of Foreign Missions owed its be- 
ing to oue of the family and so he felt 
that this church could in reality be cal- 
led the mother of all missions to foreigu 
lands. 

Judge Bishop then spoke of the church 
in West Newton, it having been the flist 
to leave this church to start for itself and 
then introduced Rev. II. J. Patrick, the 
pastor. 

Mr. Patrick has thought his church 
old, it being 108 years in existence, but he 
said that they must feel younger after 
hearing of the work of 225 years in the 
mother church. The youuger society 
had had hard work to break away from 
hero, having Anally to appeal to the 
general court to allow them! The court 
limited their district very carefully, the 
Charles River on one side aud around to 
Watertown on another. No one in that 
district was allowed to attend church 
elsewhere. The church here gave a part 
of its pewter communion service to the 
new society and Mr. Patrick showed tho 
audience a much treasured powter tank- 
ard once belonging to that service. 

He said many prominent names in bis 
church were from Newton Centre, Ward, 
Jackson. Craft, Fuller, Woodward and 
otliers. Rev. William Greenough was a 
great and true friend of Jonathan Homer 
here and that his friendship had put the 
two churches together. Mr. Patrick 
said on coming to the pulpit of the West 
Newton church ho had had a warm wel- 
come from his hr »ther. Dr. Furber and 
his wife, whose friendship he had prized 
highly. 

Judge Bishop then introduced Rev. 
Walcott Calkins, D. D , as pastor of the 
branch church which had achieved most. 

Mr. Calkins began by saying that lie 
was very glad that his church was not 
the oldest for he had always noticed 
that all the experiments were tried on 
tiie oldest child and that she was obliged 
to pass through much tribulation. His 
church had escaped this and had profited 
by the experiences of tho West Newton 
church. When tiie church was burned and 
the box iu the corner stone opened, it 
was found what it had cost the founders 
of the church, so much real sacrifice that 
nothing one does for the the cliuich now 
could seem a sacrifice iu comparison. 
Ho was not surprised that they had 
needed an extra fire at his church after 
hearing of a hundred and fifty years 
without any in tho mother church. Mr. 
Calkins thought it a remarkable fact 
that no church quarrels had arisen as do 
in so many societies. The church 
siiouid be grateful to God for spiring 
them that. When the great disaster 
came to the Newton church in the ab- 
sence of its pastor, the people sent for 
Dr. Furber to help them, as Mr. Calkins 
I said he should have done had lie been 
there. 

After singiug by the choir and chorus 
led by Col. 1. F. Kingsbury. Rov. Alexan- 
der McKenzie, D. D. of Cambridge made 
an address of half an hour, which wo 
can only speak of briefly, lie opened 
bis remarks by saying lie should tell hi> 
parish all the good things said by Mr. 
Bishop about it ami the chief facts con- 
cerning this church, which would also 
concern Ins. Ho spoke at lenghih of the 
Puritans and their struggle here, saying 
that ho himself was a Puritan of the 
Puritans. It lie was not a Puiitan lie 
should become a (Quaker. lie disliked 
all the showy churches of Europe in 
which he had been. One was lost in mi- 
ni ring and worshipping the building in 
stead of God. A simple Now England 
church to him was far more sane tilled. 
He Buid in closing “l believe firmly in 
the old apostolic dumb; we have noth- 
ing to covet from Europe if we keep 
faith with our predecessors and carry on 
their good work.” Dr. McKenzie paid 
his tribute also to Dr. and Mrs Furber. 
In conclusion, lie said, “Gud’s great in- 
tent was tluit we should move shoulder 
to shoulder, heart to heart, on to him.” 

After the singing of Coronation by 
the congregation, Dr. Furber pronounced 
tiie benediction. 

Among those present, during the day, 
were Rev. John F. Gleason, pastor of the 
Congregational Church, Needham; C. I*. 
Bancroft, Brookline; Rov. Jonathan 
Edwards. Grantvilln; Dea. Joseph N.

Our Annual Meeting. 

The annual mooting of the Newton 
Tariff Reform Club wan held Monday 
evening, with Vico President Stephen 
Timelier in the chair, President E. 11. 
Hanked being called away at the last 
moment. The following is the address 
of tlio vice president,: 

VICK PKR8I DENTS TIIACIIBU’S ADDRESS. 

This club was organized in January 
last, and has had a steady growth: it 
ought to lie joined by every citizen of 
Newton who sympathizes with its oh. 
jects. 

The executive committee has good 
reason to believe that if the members 
of the club would endeavor, ns oppor- 
tunity oilers, to get new members, the 
club would grow apace; for there are 
many friends of the movement who only 
need a gentle reminder or a little urging 
to persuade them that their duty is to 
join. 

Your executive committee has hold 
meetings nearly every month, discussing 
plans of action, and as to whether public 
meetings were advisable and so forth. 

It was thought better to postpone a 
general gathering until some agitation 
in Congress or otherwise should arouse 
public interest. 

President Haskell lias suggested a 
monthly dinner at a moderate cost, at the 
Woodland Park Hotel, the coming season, 
with one or two well-known advocates of 
tariff reform, as guests, to address the 
club. 

This scheme would serve to bring the 
members into more intimate relations, 
benefiting them and advaucing the cause 
wo have espousod.This is a proper subject 
for consideration to-night,, or it can he 
referred to your new executive commit- 
tee. 

Any other hints as to future action by 
the club, tendiug to forward the reform, 
would he gladly received. 

Our Secretary and Treasurer has been 
diligent, faithful and indefatigable— ho 
has given a largo part of his spare time, 
(and he is a busy man), for the benefit of 
the club and its objects. 

Those who hnvo read the column in 
the Newton Graphic, devoted to “tariff 
reform,” since April, can sec — when they 
hear that he has had little assistance — 
that he is a host in himself, “The right 
man in the right place.” 

He will shortly tell you more fully of 
his work. 

And now a word or two upon the 
situation and prospects. 

Mr. Gladstone speaking at Leeds, in 
1882, said, that, before England changed 
her navigation laws and adopted free- 
trade, America had 4-5ths of the World’s 
commerce aud the best of it at that; hut 
that since America took up the protective 
system and England dropped it, the 
relative positions of the two countries 
had been reversed; England having se- 
cured4-5ths of the commerce of the world 
and that the best of it. England, he said, 
need never fear losing this primacy 
while America keeps the protective 
system ! 

And is not Gladstone right? 

Where is our nierchaut marine? 
Where is our foreign commerce? — both 
dead and buried under our navigation 
and tariff laws, — where they will remain 
till our legislators, in their wisdom, see 
fit to leave partisanship behind, draw a 
few wholesomo lessons from history, and 
learn how to rend the signs of the times! 
Let them unlearn iheir conception of 
patriotism and they may yet he able to 
imagine that the greatest good of the 
fewest number is not what they are sent 
to Washington to maintain. 

Give our ship owners the right to 
register, under the stars and stripes, 
their vessels wherever built. Give our 
ship builders and our manufacturers 
their raw materials free, and such a 
resurrection will come to our commerce 
and our shipping as will make our 
country the mistress of the seas! 

lint there are those who have seen “the 
hand-writing on the wall,” at any rate in 
Now England. The seed, sown by the 
tariff refonners iu the presidential cam- 
pain of 1888, watered by the inexorable 
showers of economic law, has borne 
fruit 

This year, there is no national election 
to dim the spectacles of the partisan 
manufacturer. Our worthy governor and 
other Now England manufacturers have 
waked up to find their business closed 
out or on the brink of ruin. Now, they 
see that the reformer of last year didn’t 
cry “wolf” without cause. Now, when 
they call for free iron and free coal , tLey 
find themselves struggling hand to hand 
with the giant monopolies of Pennsylva- 
nia. Who can predicta victory for New 
England in such a contest ! And yet it is 
a “house divided against itself.” 

Some of the woolen manufacturers are 
asking for free woo), too. 

Courage, my manufacturing frionds, 
you who perchance put your party’s in- 
terest before your country’s and your 
own, courage! 

Has not the great orator of the High 
Tariff party spoken for you! And well 
hns he done it. Listen: The Honorable 
Chauncey M. Depew lias also hoard a 
voice and lie is moved to exclaim, that 
the American people must not be super- 
jluomly taxed ! aud mark, further: that 
the American citizen must have a market 
for his surplus products! Ah! my friends, 
there’s just the rub! Wo ouybt to bo re- 
lieved from superfluous taxation; wo 
oueht to find a foreign market. Let us 
tell the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, that 
the way aud the only way to attain these 
most desirable ends is to remove the du- 
ties upon raw materials and abolish that 
barbarous shipping law. Let us refer 
him to the author of the present War 
Tariff.

The Secretary on behalf of the Com- 
mittee BubmiU the following report:— 

The organization in Newton on Janu j 
ary 24 of the current year of a Tariff Re- 
form Club implied two things, an object 
nnd a method. The object is clearly de- 
fined in the Constitution :— “to secure a 
reform of the present tariff, especially a 
reduction of tho duties upon raw mate- 
rials and the necessaries of life.” The 
method was left to the Executive Com- 
mittee, and at meetings held in February, 
March, May and September, the Commit- 
tee adopted tho various measures which 
are herein reported. 

The tlrst thing to be djne was to reach 
all who were in sympathy with the move- 
ment. Circulars were sent to all known 
to he with us, containing a request to join 
and a further request to forward to the 
Secretary additional names and address- 
es of supposed reformers. To these ad- 
dresses similar circulars were sent. 
Later, lists were made of the names of 
all who) had not responded to the circu- 
lars, and the members of the Committee, 
aided by H. E. Bothfeld of Newton, 
made personal appeals to these gentle- 
men, many of whom are now members. 
Our total number to-day is 124. 

The character o*f our membership is of 
interest. Manufacturers, merchants, 
and practical business men form half of 
tho list. The mills and factories owned 
and controlled by our members produce 
belting, boots and shoes, cordage, duck, 
iron-goods, leather, locomotives, machin- 
ery, paper, paints, saddlery, and wool- 
ens. Our merchants deal in agricultural 
implements, crockery, chemicals, furni- 
ture, hides, meats, produco, paper, paints, 
ship stores, cottons, and woolens. Not 
a mercantile occupation is without its 
Tariff Reformer as clerk, salesman, or 
book-keeper. Add to these the bankers, 
publishers, farmers and mechanics, and 
we have two-thirds of the club. The 
rest of us are doctrinaires.such as minis- 
ters, tcacl.eis, lawyers, journalists, au- 
thors, physicians, and office-holders. We 
note in passing that the pair of lonely, 
but valiant defenders of the High Tariff 
in our local paper are themselves de- 
spised doctrinaires, the one a teacher, 
the other a lawyer! 

Having reached our friends it remained 
to keep them interested in the work. 
The doubtful also were to ho won over 
in some way, and even the champions < f j 
the Senate Rill must he approached. • 
I Among the various measures suggested j 
the Committee decided to use during I 
the current year but one, adapted in its 
comprehensiveness to do something 
towards all the objects named. Without 
drawing upon the regular Club funds the 
Committee were enabled to purchase hy 
liberal compensation a column in the 
Newton Graphic. Here we could com- 
municate with our friends, argue with 
tho doubtiul; and make kindly out de- 
termined assault upon our foes. The 
editor of the Graphic, although not a 
member of the Club, has treated the 
Committee with constant and manly 
generosity. The Committee think that 
the column has done good work for the 
cause. The Graphic has a laigo circu- 
lation among the Protectionists, and this 
repeated sowing of good seed even upon 
this stony ground must result in u boun- 
tiful harvest. An endeavor has boon 
made to appeal to every good taste, and 
fables aud parodies for the wise and 
prudent have been tempered with logie 
and statistics for tho babes and suck- 
lings. During the past six months near- 
ly one hundred articles have been pub- 
lished on sueh varied topics as Free 
Fish, Woolens and Worsteds, Commerce, 
Iron, England, Tinned Plate, Colleges. 
Raw Materials, Alexander Hamilton, 
Gamewell Company, Gov. Ames, Nonan- 
tum Worsted Co., Wages, Tea aud Coffee, 
First Tariff, A Paper Mill, Henry Clay, 
Massachusetts in Congress, Protection 
and Selfishness, Republican Convention. 

It may lie well to say a word about the 
future. First, tho Committee believe 
tliui a personal appeal hy every member 
to his friends to join tho Club will re- 
sult in a large increase in our member- 
ship. Secondly, tiiey would suggest the 
advisahiltty of holding social gatherings 
of tl e club to promote fellowship and 
interest. Thirdly, they* would urge that 
if public interest is aroused at any time 
by Congressional discussion or other- 
wise, the Club shall satisfy that interest 
by public debates or lectures. Fourthly, 
they would advise the continuance of 
the Graphic column. 

Finally the Committee desire to thank 
the Club for the hearty co-operation that 
has always been freely extended to them 
whenever a call lias been made. The 
Club and its work have been noticed 
several times in the Boston papers, aiul 
tho New York Evening Post aud the Peo- 
ple’s Cause have had full accounts of 
what we are doing. Non-resident re- 
formers have subscribed to the Graphic 
and even contributed to its columns; and 
letters of good will have come from vari- 
ous parts of the State. Rejoicing there- 
fore in the belief that the work of the 
Club iu its way is doing something to 
help bring about the great moral and 
material reform now fast coming upon 
tho land, the Committee, through its 
Secretary- Treasurer, respectfully sub- 
mits the foregoing report.

THE TARIFF REFORMERS. 

The Newton Tariff Reform Club’s an- 
nual meeting was productive of some 
excellent addresses, which are given in 
the club’s column on the did page. Pub- 
lic sentiment has changed a good deal 
since the chib first started its column, j 
and many prominent Republicans such 
as Governor Ames and Hon. I’eleg Me- 
Farlin are in the ranks of the Tariff Re- ; 
formers, while the threatened danger to 
New Euglaud interests have brought out j 
such promiuent Boston merchants and 
honored Republicans as Hon. Alden 
Speare, in favor of unrestricted inter- 
course with Canada. The reaction has 
set in against the extreme position 
forced upon the party in the last cam- 
paign, a position with which a large 
number of the Republican voters were 
not in sympathy, although they ran the 
risk of being boycotted if they had 
acknowledged such a sentiment. These 
men are good protectionists, but they do 
not believe in running the theory into 
the ground, or in making a tariff wall so 
high as to destroy all our foreign trade. 
They believe in taking their protection 
in moderation, nml not in imitatiug the 
tariff policy of the Chiuese. Like 
Chauncy M. Depew in his recent speech 
at the New York Republican convention, 
they see the necessity of having a for- ; 
eign market for our surplus products. 1 
ami if the tariff on raw materials which 
we are compelled to import is placed at | 
such a higli figure as to forbid our com- j 
peting with the manufacturers of other j 
nations, it strikes of course a fatal blow 
at our commerce. 

The remark of Gladstone, quoted in 
Vice President Thacker's address, as to 
the cause of the decay of American com- 
merce, is worth thinking about, now that 
there is so much being said about the 
test way to revive our merchant marine, 
nuf our foreign commerce. In the days 
when we had a great licet of merchant 
ships, trading with every quarter of the 
globe, there was 110 need of paying heavy 
subsidies to make our foreign trade 
flourish, and but for tiie large surplus in 
tho national treasury, very little would ( 
he heard now about giving great subsid- 
ies to steamship lines, which the people 
have to . 

JU iW to be hoped that the New Eng- 
land senators aud congressmen will iu 
the next congress follow the advice of 
our Republican State convention, and 
represent and work for the interests 
of New Euglaud, instead of servilely fol- 
lowing the commands of tiie Pennsylva- 
nia mine owners and monopolists. New 
England is old enough and has impor- 
tant interests enough at stake to have a 
policy of iter own, aud ought to have 
men iu congress intelligent enough to 
work for it. If Pennsylvania men 
threaten to destroy tho whole tariff if 
the duties on coal aud iron ore ate re- 
pealed, after the style of the Ohio wool- ; 
growers, it will only bIiow how little 
honesty there is iu their profession of 
belief iu protection principles,— that 
they Hie protectionists only as long as 
their individual interests are buuetitted 
by being so, w hich is just what tin* free 
traders have charged. Tiie cause of pro- 
tection is not bcuelitted by such selfish 
followers as this, if their devotion to 
protection is w hat they claim it is, they 


Camdkidqr has become so dissatisfied 
with its telephone service that a commit- 
tee has been appointed to look into tho 
matter. Tho same unsatisfactory state 
of things exists in Nowtou. The intro- 
duction of election cars into Boston 
renders it impossible to converse with 
people at tho Boston end of the wire, 
even at tho expenso of much lost time 
and temper, and frequent complaints are 
made of tho unsatisfactory service be- 
tween different par«s of Newton. When 
the electric cars are running in Newton 
matters will be iu a worse condition still. 
Tiie telephone company can well afford 
to give its subscribers better service, 
without increasing the price, and unless 
they do so they are likely to lose a great 
share of their patronage. It is said that 
by putting in a return wire, conversation 
with Boston could be carried ou with 
perfect easo, and tho extia wire would 
not bo so very expensive. For an inven- 
tion that has been in general use so 
many years, very little improvement has 
been made in the telephone service, and 
some people go so far as to say that it is 
not nearly as satisfactory as it was two 
or three years ago here in Newton, where 
no trouble as yet exists from electric 
cars. 

The question is asked why the school 
board, or the superintendent, or whoever 
has charge of it, should pay $ 10.25 for 
wood for the school houses, when it can 
buy excellent wood from the city farm 
for $0 a cord, thus making an important 
saving, as many cords are needed. It 
seems strange, also, that proposals for 
wood are not advertised for, the same as 
coal, as perhaps something could be 
saved in this way. There is certainly 
need enough of looking carefully after 
the school expenses, Newton’s schools 
costing more proportionally than those 
of any other city iu Middlesex county. 
In this connection some pertinent 
questions appeared in another loc; 1 paper 
last week, to which we give the benefit 
of our wider circulation, as follows: 

Need our schools even in spite of scat- 
tered territory, cost more than double 
those of more than two-thirds of all the 
cities and towns of Massachusetts? and 
is the instruction iu them as much better 
in quality and amount as their cost is 
greater?; and, finally, as the average ap- 
propriation per chilil for tiie whole State 
is $ll> 71 would there not be glory enough 
in being above the average, that, is in re- 
ducing the appropriation per child, to 
anything not less than $20.00? 


Ix another column will he found the 
sentiment of the Fitchburg Sentinel in 
regard to tho speakership question, and 
it will be heartily echoed by all who 
studied carefully the doings of the last 
house. The election of Speaker Barrett 
was, as the Sentinel says, a mistake, and 
it will not do to repeat it. If Representa- 
tive Slocum had been chosen speaker, or 
indeed any of tiie other candidates, it 
would have been much better for the 
reputation of the last legislature. A 
speaker should have tho respect of the 
members, at the very least, and he 
should be able also to maintain some- 
thing like order. It is to be hoped that 
whatever representatives Newton sends 
will have right views on this important 
question. 

A good deal of space is given to-day to 
the report of the 22otk anniversary exer- 
cises at the First Church of Newton 
Centre. The history of tiie church is so 
intimately connected with the early his- 
tory of Newton, that the exercises will ( 
be of interest to every citizen. The ! 
church lias done an excellent work in 
the past two hundred years aud it has a 
record of which the city may well feel ! 
proud. 

The representative caucuses, Saturday 
evening, slum d be well attended. Kep- 
resentative Gilman will without doubt 
be nominated for another year, and ap- 
parently Waul 4 intends to nominate 1 x- 
Aldemmn Fiske, which choice would 
be heartily indorsed by the test of tl.e 
city. It is such men as Mr. Fiske who 
are needed in the legist iture and lie 
would be a credit to New ton.

Both brandies of the city government 
met Tno»day evening. In the board of 
aldermen Acting Mayor Pettee presided 
and all the members were present. Mr. 
Win. C. Bates was declared elocted a 
member of the common council. 

The chief of the fire department sent 
in ids quarterly ropurt, in which the un- 
usually small number of fires was al- 
ludod too, thoro having been but 7 calls 
sinco July 1st, and the loss on buildings 
was only $1225 and on contents $1800. 

Mrs. IT. Swallow gave notice of inten- 
tion to build a house 37 by 20 on Collins 
street, Ward 5. 

A numbor of residents called attention 
to the dangerous turn in the road corner 
of Oak and Chestnut streets, and asked 
that it bo given immediate attention. 
Referred to tho highway committee. 

David M. Ingliss and others asked for 
a street lamo on Cottage Place, West 
Newton; referred. 

H. W. Robinson asked to have ooncrete 
walk laid on Lexington street; referred. 

E. W. Bailey and eleven others called 
attention to the standing water on Cabot 
street, Ward 2, and asked that the street 
be graded and drained; referred. 

Alderman Ilamblon presented a peti- 
tion from W. F. Hammett, asking for a 
bearing on his petition to have one of 
the telephone poles removed in front of 
his house on Sargent street, on which he 
had been given leave to withdraw. A 
hearing was granted for Oct. 21st, at 8.15 
p. m. 

Mr. Brackett asked for a sidewalk in 
front of his premises on Lake avenue, 
Ward 5. 

Alderman Childs said he had an order 
to present, made necessary by the new 
voting law, which would cause extra ex- 
pense to the city, and which made it 
necessary that the city clerk should do a 
good deal of extra work. He therefore 
presented an order appropriating $100 
for assistants in the city clerk’s office, 
during election, and tho amount to be 
charged to the appropriation for regis- 
tration and election. 

NEWTON CENTRE DEPOT. 

Alderman Harbach presented the fol- 
lowing petition, signed by Judge Robert 
R. Bishop, C. S. Davis, Dwight Chester, 
Horace Cousens and 25 others: 

Gentlemen of tho City Council:— At 
tention is called to the fact that the ue 
gotiations which have been in process 
several years, between the citizens of 
Newton Centre and Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company, relative to improve- 
ments in the vicinity of the station at 
Newton Centre, have progressed so fav- 
orably that concessions have been made 
by the owners ot land needed for the 

S roposcd street improvement, and the 
oston & Albany Railroad Company has 
uo\v agreed, at an expense of several 
thousand dollars, to purchase and give 
to the city a piece of land, 40x400, being 
all the land needed for a public streut to 
accommodate the travel between Institu- 
tion avenue and Station street and to and 
from the proposed new depot, the condi- 
tions being that the city will accept thb 
land offered and proceed at once to lay 
out, construct and complete the proposed 
street, with sidewalks and the necessary 
curbings. Your petitioners, therefore, 
pray that the city will accept the land 
offered and proceed at once to lay out 
and construct the new road. 

The petition was received and referred 
to tho highway committee. 

An order offerred by Alderman Har- 
bach was adopted granting to the New- 
ton Street Railway Company a location 
for its tracks ou Crafts street, from 
Washington street to the power statiou 
of the company, a distance of 580 feet, 
subject to the same conditions and re- 
strictions imposed on tho Washington 
street location. 

Under a suspension of tho rules, on 
motion of Alderman Chadwick, John F. 
Farrell was granted a permit to move a 
barn in two sections from Lowell through 
Watertown to West street. 

Some fifty pages of records for the 
past several meetings were then read 
and tho board adjourned shortly after 1) 
o’clock. 

THE COMMON COUNCIL. 

In the common council all tho mem- 
bers were present except Councilman 
Collins. 

Councilman Ruffe presented a petition 
of six residents for two Inmps on Glen 
avenue, Ward (l. 

Councilman Moody moved that tho 
Lower Falls bridge order bo taken from 
the table and it was passed iu concur- 
rence. 

Councilman-Elect Win. C. Bates of 
Ward 7 was sworn iu by President Bond. 
Tho council adjourned to Monday even- 
ing, Oct. 28th.

"1 do 
not know,” said Mr. Burr, "whether it 
would altogether commend itself to my 
jndgment or not, yet I should generally 
support the plan of the management, be- 
cause I firmly believe that it lias been pre- 
pared after conscientious and careful con- 
sideration. I am convinced that the men 
who have prepared the plan are loyal to 
the property that they represent, and that 
they have aimed for the best interests of 
all concerned in the future welfare and 
prosperity of the road. It is a great finan- 
cial crisis in the history of the company, 
and the consequence of not supporting the 
plan, it seems to me, would he disastrous. 
The greatest good for the greatest number 
demands the support of the management in 
the plan proposed. Strenuous efforts have 
been made, and will he made, to break the 
company, and it is for the best interests of 
the security holders to prevent such a 
result.”

THE STREET RAILWAY 

NEW CONNECTING ROUTE PROPOSED BY 
WAV OF NONANTUM. 

Work on laving the tracks of the Newton 
Street Railway is progressing quite rapidly. 
The side locations between Newtonville 
and West Newton art? completed and the 
construction men commenced Tuesday to 
lav the rails of the centre location between 
the truck house and Harvard street. Alt-r 
that work is completed the centre locations 
between Elm street and Greenwood aven- 
ue and Adams street and Centre -t^’et will 
be fini-hed The Newton end of the route 
will lie completed by Nov. 1, if the condi- 
tions of weather are favorable. The 
traek, opposite Crafts street, ha* not been 
dosed in, as it has riot yet been decided in 
regard to tlie location of the power station. 

Watertown, having refused to grant the 
company the location de-ired. is likely, it 
now appears, to be left out in the cold, for 
a new connecting route lias been proposed 
through Nonantum, which is looked upon 
with much favor by the management amt 
seern- to offer more desirable features, both 
as a paying investment f*-r the company 
and as a good thing for tin* residents of 
that part of Newton, at present poorly ac- 
commodated with railroad accommoda- 
tions. The route suggested connects the 
Washington street tracks in this citv, with 
the location over River street, already 
granted by tht: Waltham aldermen, by way 
of River. Harwell. North. Craft* and Wa- 
tertown streets, through to Nonantum ; 
thence through Watertown, Pearl, Centre 
streets to Newton. Tlie new route would 
he of great advantage to re-idents of No- 
nantum, and it is very probable that -tops 
will lie taken by the company to secure the 
additional locations required in order to 
complete the circuit between Waltham and 
this city. 

Republican Representative Convention. 

A Republican representative convention 
was held in the City Hall, West Newton, 
Wednesday evening, for the purpose of 
nominating two candidates to represent 
Newton in the next Legislature. The con- 
vention was called to order by Mr. C. B. 
Coffin, chairman of the ward and city com- 
mittee, and organized by the choice of Mr. 
Thomas Weston a* chairman and Mr. C. 
Bowditch Coffin, secretary. The chair ap- 
pointed Messrs. A. L. Rand, Willard Marcy • 
and E. L. Pickard a committee on creden- 
tials. Tlie committee reported 33 delegates 
present, entitled to recognition in the con- 
vention, one absentee and one delegate 
present from Ward 1 without his creden- 
tial. It was voted to admit the delegate 
from Ward 1, on motion of Mr. Goodrich. 
Hon. Levi C. Wade then mo veil that Mr. 
Gorham D. Gilman be nominated by ac- 
clamation. Mr. J. B. Goodrich offered as 
an amendment that both tlie present repre- 
sentatives be nominated by acclamation. 

Mr. Wade said that Mr. W. S. Slocum 
had declined to serve anotiier term. Mr. 
W. F. Slocum corroborated the statement 
anti said that his son, Mr. W. 8. Slocum, 
felt that he could not serve another year. 
He was very grateful to the citizen- for 
their past support ami encouragement, but 
his own private business required more 
time than he could give to it with the ad- 
ditional legislative duties. He, therefore, 
desired to withdraw his name. 

Mr. E. L. Pickard said that Ward 4 was 
unanimous for Mr. Slocum and that the 
delegates had been instructed to use all 
honorable means to induce him to serve 
another year. He thought that he would 
accept if* the convention saw lit to nominate 
him. The amendment was then put and 
lost. Mr. Wade’s motion was then put by 
the chair and Mr. G. D. Gilman was nomi- 
nated bv acclamation. Mr. Wade then 
moved that an informal ballot be proceeded 
with for tlie second choice. Mr. Goodrich 
offered as an amendment that Mr. W. S. 
Slocum be nominated by acclamation. H> 
support of his amendment he said that Mr 
81 tcuiii had been an able legislator and that 
the citizens felt a ju-t pride in possessing 
tlie services of such a man in the General 
Court. If Newton could secure him for 
another term by a little urging, lie thought 
it would he advisable to d > s,,. He would 
prefer not to serve another year but. added 
Sir. Goodrich, 1 think he would accept if 
nominated. 

Mr. Samuel Farquhar said that Mr. S.o- 
eum told him that he would not. under any 
circumstances, allow the use of his name. 
Mr. Henry K •>> thought it would be better 
under tlie circumstances, t withdraw Mr. 
Slocum’s name ami pr* coed to an informal 
ballot. Tin* substitute motion was then 
put and lo-t.

MUSICAL MATTERS. 


THE SYMPHONY CONCERTS. 

Tho first public rehearsal and tho first 
concert of the nintli sories given by the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, which took 
place last week, were attended by audi- 
ences which completely filled overy inch 
of standing room in Music Hall. And 
those who aro fortunate enough to hold 
tickets for the season may, indeed, antic- 
ipate one of rare pleasure. 

Naturally curiosity was directed par- 
ticularly toward Mr. Arthur Nikisch, the 
conductor, who has signed a three-years’ 
coutract to succeed Mr. Gericke. Many

One can not easily jump upon onoof 
these fallen logs, but it takes a good- 
sized ladder to scale the log and walk 
along on its huge back, thirty feet from 
the ground. Although the trees grow to 
such a great height yet the roots are not 
spread out to a great distauce, neither 
do they penetrate the earth to a great 
depth. 

Tliero are other trees besides these 
scqvoia yigantca which would be consid- 
ered giants in any other state hut Cali- 
fornia. especially is its twin brother, the 
Redwood, scqvoia sempervirem, a remark- 
able tree for height and bigness. The 
latter grows more strictly in the Coast 
Range of mountains, while the former is 
limited, I believe, to the Sierras. The 
genus was named in liouor of Seqvoia or 
Seqvoyah, a Cherokee Indian, better- 
known by his Euglish name of George 
Guess, who was born in 1770 and lived in 
Wills Valley, Alabama, among theChero- 
kees. Seqvoyah became known by his 
invention of an alphabet and written 
language of his tribe. The alphabet 
consisted of eighty-five or six characters, 
each representing a syllable. It had 
come into use to some extent before the 
white people heard aaything about it. 
The white missionaries after a time had 
types cast and a newspaper was started 
in 1S28. partly in these characters. It is 
said that this alphabet is still iu use by 
the few Cherokees left. But Seqvoyah’s 
name will ever remain green because of 
being connected with the vegetable 
giants of this state. The name of the 
genus was given by the learned botanist, 
Etidliclier, a native of Hungary. 

The Redwood attains its greatest per- 
fection within the fog belt of tin* Pacific 
•Ocean, being irrigated from the dense ! 
mists which often envelop the redwood 


where Mr. Nikisch was holding the asso- 
ciate conductorsliip of the Gewandhaws, 
but it is greatly to be doubted if anyone 
attending the concerts last week failed 
to realize their highost expectations. 

While Mr. Gericke was always acknowl- 
to bo a most excellent drillraaster, and 
just the man needed to take the orches- 
tra at the stage at which he found it, his 
autocratic ruling over the men, while 
securing a mechanical perfection of play- 
ing, was always hostile to the cultivation 
of any individuality among the players, 
as well as to that broad, free style which 
characterizes Mr. Nikisch’s reading. Mr. 
Nikisch believes thoroughly in having 
each man briug out what there is in him, 
and gives great freedom to every part of 
tbe orchestra, particularly tho brass, 
which has been kept so subjugum for the 
last five years. The elasticity of Mr. 
Nikisch’s reading was particularly felt iu 
Meistersinger vorspiel— traditional tem- 
pi were thrown to the winds— each note 
was brought out with unwonted clear- 
ness, and the result was the most mag- 
nificent rendition, and at the same time 
the most perfect one ever heard in Bos- 
ton. 

Mr. Nikisch has made few changes in 
the personnel of the band — the most im- 
portant are the substitution of Mr. Hek- 
king for Mr. Giese and a new 1st clarinet. 
Few changes have been made in the seat- 
ing, also, the most important one being 
tbe massing of the brass and percussion 
instruments at the upper right hand cor- 
ner. Mr. Nikisch’s own estimate of the 
orchestra is that it is surpassed by but 
two iu the world, the Gewandhaws in 
Leipsic and the Dresden orchestra, con- 
ducted by Ilerr Schucfi. Under

ono wall to start from a foundation much 
higher than tho top of it* companion, and 
ledges thread tho oloso.velvoty turf. It 
is perfection to tho pedestrian, however, 
nnd it leads Into a veritable wilderness 
in tho midst of teeming villagos. 

Over tho wall, our course zigzags of 
necessity, in order to pass botwoon bowl- 
dors, too large, or irregular in contour 
to ho easily walked over, so thickly are 
they strewn upon uplnnd and dalo as far 
as we can boo. Uuder tho changing Oc- 
tober sky,— now deep blue, now drifted 
with cloud-batiks, cold and threatening, 
now soft as summer with silvory "mack- 
erel hacks,”— hero is a wonder-world of 
color. Down in.n hollow yonder a ray of 
sunlight makes a burning coal of tho 
maple clump, and makes endless beauti- 
ful tints of crimson and purplo among 
the green, and just beyond, the bowlders 
are deep in violet shadows. 

Here is solitude, hut no desolation. 
One might wander here, day aftor day, 
and meet no one, unless by chance some 
solitary stroller liko himself, to whom 
Nature is companion enough. "Sormuns 
in Stones?” Not dull ones at any rate! 
Pause on this bit of ledge which the 
mossy turf has not been ahlo to blanket 
over. Through its centre runs a dyko of 
trap rock, about a foot in width, and on 
either side, scarce half an inch wide, are 
numerous smaller dark veins in the light 
stone. In this yard or two of plain sur- 
face, written as upon a plate, is a long 
history. Notice how much is put in lit- 
tle space. Here is a "fault” illustrated, 
the black Hues cut squarely across, aro 
slipped to one side, leaving no traco of 
breakage; and here, in these cracks, 
showing tho shrinking of the cooling 
trap, is tho clue to the formation of in- 
numerable chasms upon our Now Eng- 
cand coast, into which the Atlantic thun- 
ders with every tide. Harder thau gran- 
ite, tho waves would beat upon it in 
vain, but that tlieso cracks give easy 
hold. The larger dyko has advanced 
further in disintegration, and being much 
worn, the exfoliation is very plainly ap- 
parent. 

Further up the slopo a wide panorama 
is spread beforo us. Yonder is the An- 
nisquam ana the snowy blutT and beach, 
Ipswich, and Belknap mountains, (on 
Lake Winnepeseogee, a rosy violet 
against the sky. On the other ‘ baud iB 
Gloucester Harbor, and other glimpses 
of blue water aro visible. 

We aro glad to have our imaginings 
confirmed, that this rolling country, 
bowlder strewn, with low shrubs dotted 
here and there, does resemble a bit of 
Scotland. How easy to faucy the clumps 
of rose and hay, alder and witchliazel to 
be heather and gorse, and everywhere 
are thistles rosetted in the turf. Is it 
the salt mist drifting in over these hills 
that loads rose and black aider alike 
so thickly with scarlet fruit? How the 
roses do revel here in summer weather! 
And here is ono which has blossomed for 
us to-day, upon tho one green shoot in 
tho liip-laden tangle. Wo find a hand- 
ful of dwarf laurel too, as rosy and blos- 
somy as in June; and round a boulder’s 
northern side, mitchella has woven a 
narrow baud of glossy leaves and tempt- 
ing berries, hugging in close for shade 
and moisture; while its rugged protec- 
tor’s southerly face is far advauced in 
decay, fast becoming one of those coarse, 
red, gravelly heaps that look so much 
like anti-hills. 

Most of those stones, we are told, are 
not great travellers; they are natives, 
scattered or drawn down the slopes in the 
many "stone rivers, ’’which wo notice, by 
glacial action. 

Down below us still remain the cellars 
of ancient houses, for the early settlers 
deemed the shore unsafe. The latest 
built and largest of these was built in 
tie war of 1812, when privateers some- 
times made unwelcome visits to our 
coast. 

Wandering over the slopes, we are 
confronted by a large, pointed bowlder, 
with which we are very familiar, "i 
did not know,” laughs one of our party, 
"that the glaciers had brought over the 
Matterhorn since July!” "Why, so it 
is!” cries another. "I’ll go round on 
the Italian side and seu if it was injured 
iu tho passage!” suiting action to word. 

But the sun is dropping lower, and wo 
must also leave the alluring heights, 
descend to the dusty street, with its ragged 
tufts of catnip and tansy, and take our 
way back to the eity. S. E. C.

The Annual Meeting. 

Tlio mooting on Monday, October 7, 
in Nickeraon’a Hall, West Newton, waa 
full of good omcna for the buccobr of our 
work. Making fair allowance for the 
time, an off yoar, the number present, 
was most encouraging. And to this 
must be added tlio activity and interest 
which showed themselves on every side. 
In the discussion of tlio constitution, the 
advisability of holding suppers and pub- 
lic meetings, tlio question of the use- 
fulness of tlio column in the Graphic,— 
tlio thinking and the talking were not 
dono by a few, as is so often tlio case in 
such clubs, but by tlio many. This real 
live interest promises to bear abundant 
harvest. Already since tlio meeting 
sovoral now names have boon added to 
the list, the Graphic has found new 
readers, and the obi members have be- 
gun to make contributions for the 
present year. In record to all these mat- 
ters the secretary will presently issue a 
circular. Wo subjoin tlio offloial report 
of the meeting and a copy of the Con- 
stitution as amended. 


The Official Report. 

At 7.45 the meeting was called to order 
by tlio Vice President, Mr. Stephen 
Thacher, who assumed the chair in the 
absence of the President. The chair 
then read a lotter from the President 
(this was published in the Graphic of 
Oct. 7). After the reading of the lotter 
tlio chair made a few remarks, briefly 
reviewing the club’s work, and looking 
forward with cheer and hope to its con- 
tinuance and triumph. The report of 
the Secretary-Treasurer followed. (Tlio 
Vico President’s remarks aud the Sec- 
retary’s report were given in full in tlio 
Graphic of Oct. 7). 

An amendment was moved and 
seconded to Article IV of the Constitu- 
tion. After discussion it was finally 
passed in tlio following form:— That 
paragraph 1 of Article IV of the Consti- 
tution shall read, “The officers of the 
club shall bo a President, a Vice Presi- 
dent, and a Secretary-Treasurer, who 
with not less than four other members 
shall constitute an Executive Commit- 
tee.’’ 

An amendment was also proposed to 
Article II but was tabled to allow the 
choice of officers to go on. 

Moved, seconded, aud carried that the 
Chair appoint a committee to prepare a 
list of officers for the current year. Tlio 
chair appointed Messrs. G. P. Ellis, B It. 
Ware, and L. Bond. Before the com- 
mittee retired the Secretary read a letter 
from Mr. Samuel Shaw expressing regret 
at his inability to bo present, and declin- 
ing to servo again upon the Executive 
Committee. The committee retired, and 
soon returned with tho following list: — 

President, E. B. Ilaskell; Vice Presi- 
dent, Stephen Thachei ; Secretary-Treas- 
urer, C. 11 . Wilson; Additional members 
of Executive Committee; J. 15. Smith, F. 
A. Dewson, II. C. Soule, W. S. Hutchin- 
son. , 

Tho Secretary was empowered to cast 
one vote for the club for tho list present- 
ed. Meanwhile tho motion to amend 
Article 1 1 was taken from the table, and 
after discussion was lost. 

Moved, seconded, and carried that 
thanks be extended to the Secretary for 
his services. 

Moved, seconded, and carried that the 
Executive Committees inquire into the 
expediency of one or more Tariff Reform 
Dinners. 

Moved, seconded, and carried that 
funds for the current year be obtained 
by voluntary contributions. 

Moved, seconded, and carried that the 
column in the Graphic be continued, and 
that tlib officers of the club be given full 
power to continue it on such terms as 
they think best. 

Adjourned at 9.15 p. m. 

CONSTITUTION. 

The name of this organization shall bo 
the Newton Tariff Reform Club. 

The object of tho Club shall bo to se- 
cure a reform of the present tariff; 
especially a reduction of the duties upon 
raw materials, and upon the necessaries 
of life. 

Any resident of Newton in sympathy 
with the object of the Club may become 
a member upon payment of one dollar. 

Tho officers of the Club shall be a 
President, a Vice President, aud aSee- 
retary-Treasuror. who with not less than 
four other members shall constitute an 
Executive Committee. 

Such officers shall bo choson by ballot 
at each annual meeting, and shall bold 
office until their successors are elected. 

Vacancies occurring within the year 
shall bo filled by tho Executive Commit- 
tee. 

Tho annual meeting shall bo on the 
first Monday of October in each year. 
Specinl meetings may bo called at any 
time by tho Executive Committee. 

A Friendly Word. 

The healthy growth of tariff reform 
sentiment in this community is shown 
by tho report of the Newton Tariff Re- 
form Club. This club is less than a year 
old, having becu organized in January 
last, and has already a large membership 
and is accomplishing effective work. 
The character of its membership, as 
statod in the report of tho secretary, is 
interesting, as showing the breadth of the 
scope of tho movement. One-third of 
the members of tho club are professional 
men. Tho other two-thirds aro mer- 
chants, manufacturers and practical busi- 
ness men. Tho mills and factories owned 
and controlled by the members, it is 
stated, produce bolting, boots and 
shoes, cordage, duck, iron goods, leather, 
locomotives, machinery, paper, paints, 
saddlery and woolens. The merchants 
deal in a variety of goods equally exten- 
sive. Not a mercantile occupation, says 
the secretary, is without its tariff re- 
former as clerk, salesman or book- 
keeper. It is very evident that the 
practical, working, business community 
in this section keeps pace with the 
“doctrinaires” of Harvard University in 
the march of reform.— Boston Post.

To the Editor of the Gkapiiio. 

The “Society for tlio Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children” lias its office at No. 

1 Pemberton Sq., Boston, where cases of 
neglect or abuse may bo reported, either 
personally or by letter. 

During the year 1SSS the total number 
of children under investigation was 4070. 
A Temporary Homo is at present located 
at 207 Broadway, Carabridgeport, and for 
this contributions of clothing, food, toys, 
etc., aro solicited. Tlio society receives 
no aid from tlio state, depending entire- 
ly upon membership, donations and be- 
quests. It is gratifying in looking over 
the lists of donors to see tho names of 
several residents of our city. 

Tlio following is an extract from the 
annual report of the society: “While 
wo find an increased interest and an in- 
creased knowledge in country towns, we 
are sorry to believe tho work is not thor- 
oughly done, partly through dread of 
neighborhood discord, or worse than 
that through fear that the town treasury 
would bo drawn upon for the support of 
a suffering child or family. We wish 
that tlie humane members of every com- 
munity would be courageous and report 
to us or our local agent every case where 
cruelty or neglect is apparent. Any man 
or woman who neglects this duty and 
permits a child to suffer unnecessarily 
without moving a hand to relievo it, be- 
comes a participant in that cruelty and is 
culpable. We would, if we could, in- 
spire such persons with more courage 
and a keener souse of their duty and 
their blame.” *

the most work for Iris party and to pro- 
mote the candidacy of a congressman 
should everywhere he appointed post- 
master.” Mr. Moore, who is tho editoi 
of tho Nashua Telegraph, in reply, is 
equally emphatic in declaring his own 
position. **A more scandalous and 
pestiferous doctrine,” ho says, ‘‘was 
never uttered by anybody outside of a 
mad-house;” ‘‘carried to its logical re- 
sults, it, would reduce our government to 
a system of gigantic favoritism, intrigue 
and jobbery.” Making a personal ap- 
plication of tho matter, the editor of the 
Telegram gives notice that, if lie owes 
anybody anything for services in electing 
him to Congress, ho would like to have 
the claims presented, and he will pay 
thorn with his own monoy, but that he 
‘‘will not steal tho public offices that aro 
public trusts with which to pay them.” 
Such sound doctrino as this is needed in 
tlioso days. 


The Republican Liass meeting in 
Music Hall was a great success, and 
the audience was very enthusiastic. For 
the first rally of the campaign the 
speeches were unusually good, and Lt. 
Gov. Brackett especially proved that 
the Republican State committee need 
not have been afraid to have him meet 
Mr. Russell in joint debate. 

Judging from the attention nearly 
every speaker paid to President Eliot of 
Harvard, his speech at the Democratic 
dinner is the great issue of the campaign. 
To argu, e as some of the organs do, that 
President Eliot’s words are of no itnpor 
tance anyway, and not worth replying 
to, and then devote the party’s heaviest 
guns to the work of demolishing him, 
strikes the thoughtful reader as rather 
inconsistent. Judging from a purely 
party standpoint, it seems to us very 
foolish to attack or abuse President 
Eliot.because he happens to think differ- 
ently from his former party associates. 
This is a free country, aud any man has 
a right to express his opinions on public 
matters, if he does it courteously and 
conscientiously. 

The Republican party is not ruined 
because President Eliot has left it, and it 
should be treated merely as au incident 
of the campaign. More will be lost than 
gained by magnifying it, and the great 
issues of the c trajaign still remain and 
the orators will find a discussion of them 
more profitable, than ridiculing a man 
who is fully as capable of forming an in- 
telligent opinion on public affairs as men 
whose devotion to their party is nut al- 
together disconnected in the public mind 
with their love of public office: when a 
man leaves bis party for the sake of get- 
ting office in another. he deserves ridicule, 
but when he is impelled, by his honest 
though perhaps mistaken convictions, to 
leave his party asso ciates, he shouM be 
treated with respect President Eliot is 
notrunuiug for an office, and it will be a 
mistake to treat him as if he were. 
There are enough important issues at 
stake, to furnish a theme for all the 
campaign oratoi.s, and the fair presen- 
tation of them will make more votes than 
abuse of Mugwumps or Democrats. Be- 
sides.it is not wise to make it impossible 
for a runaway voter to come back when 
l.e finds out bis mistake. 


Youth’s Companion gives some sensible 
advice to vouug and old, which is worth 
being reprinted in every paper iu the 
country. It says: “Every man is interested 
in having a good and efficient govern- 
ment, but it really matters no more to 
him wlial are the politics of the person 
who bandies his letters than it does what 
ticket Iris butcher and grocer casts. Tho 
country has been so long accustomed to 
the present system that most men do 
take an interest in tho question who 
shall fill the petty local offices. The first 
thing to be doue is to get rid of the no- 
tion completely and thoroughly. If the 
country is to have reform, it must coine 
from the great mass of commou, every- 
day folks, who cast their votes and rep- 
resent public opinio.!. The Companion 
appeals to every man, and to every youuK 
mau who will soon he a voter, to resolve 
that he will under no circumstauces as- 
sist, by work or by signing petitions, in 
the removal of any person from a local 
office on account of politicl considera- 
tion.” 


Tine metropolitan Hraingo commission 
is now fully organized, with a compe- 
tent clerk, and nn engineer selected after 
a careful search for the host man. Tho 
fortunate man is Howard N. Carson, who 
is highly endorsed by Gen. Walker and 
the best engineers. Ho will receivo 
$ 6,000 a year, and is at onco to proceed 
to a thorough study of details. Tho 
commission intend to push matters as 
rapidly as possible, and it is to ho liopod 
that they will, for Newton needs sow- 
crago. 

The Republican ticket for representa- 
tives contains the names of two good 
men. Mr. G. D. Gilman and Mr. F. J. 
Ranlett. The nomination belonged to 
Ward Four, hut tliero was a very flatter- 
ing effort mado by this Ward to induce 
Mr,W. S. Slocum to accept another term. 
Mr. G. M. Fiske. who had been men- 
tioned for the place, could not ac- 
cept on account of his business duties, 
and Ward Four then presented the name 
ot Councilman F. .1. Ranlett, arising 
young lawyer of the Ward. 


OUR esteemed and always welcome 
contemporary, the Milford Journal, has 
been for sumo time laboring with the 
tariff question, and it asks such “United 
Question Club” conundrums as these! 

“If free raw material would be a good 
thing for the manufacturer, why would 
not free products, mado from that free 
raw material, be an equally good tiring 
for the poor man?” 

“Why should this eminent local ‘tariff 
reformer’ insist that reformation in the 
tariff should be like the handle to a jug, 
and altogether for tho benefit of ‘a fa- 
vored class?’ ”. 


A good deal of complaint is being made 
of the practice of burning leaves in the 
streets, which is against tho law and 
should not bo allowed. The fires frigh- 
ten horses, and m\ko it unsafe to drive 
about the city. 


Mu. J. K. Lfksox of Newton Centre 
is chairman of a committee of the Home 
Market Club, which is undertaking to 
secure a reform in some abuses in the 
administration of the Custom Houses, 
and secure a more honest and uniform 
enforcement of the law. The object 
sought by the committee is non-parti, 
z.u), and associated witii them are such 
tariff reformers as Mr. Jerome Jones, 
of Jones, McDuffee A Stratton. There 
is no question but that a reform is need- 
ed, aud ihat the interests of Boston suf- 
fer by the system of undervaluation 
practiced iu N ; v Y o k. The under- 
valuation in sugar, for which a number 
of officials were removed hv President 
Cleveland, is one illustration of the need 
of such a reform, its under this it is for 
the interest of sugar importers to have 
all their sugar entered at New York. It 
is to he regretted that the demands of 
the New York machine politicians have 
uduccd President H irrison to reinstate 
the removed officials, hut this is only 
another argument iu favor of such a 
uniform law as is advocated by Mr. Lee- 
sou. With the wide variation iu sugar 
tests and valuations at different ports, 
there is a great opportunity foi corrup- 
tion, aud it would be for the advantage 
of the whole country to have this depart- 
ment of the government put on a purely 
business footing, and Ctkeu out of pol;- 
tics entirely. Me, Leusou has given a 
great deal of thought to this question, 
aud the object sought is such a mani- 
festly commou sense aud busiuess-like 
one. that the committee ought to suc- 
ceed, as it is of the highest importance 
to the entire mercantile community to 
have the prevailing abuses corrected. 

Congressman Moore of Now Hamp- 
shire lias been indulging iu some sound 
talk on the spoils system, apropos of the 
choice of a postmaster for Nashua. He 
invited Iris Republican constituents to 
decide tiie question by a caucus, after 
the fashion of Nuwtouvillu, but the two 
Republican papers of Nashua, the Press 
and the Mirror, ridiculed Mr. Moore’s 
course, and stood up for the spoils idea 
of giving the post office to tiie mau who 
worked hardest for Mr. Moore The 
Mirror finally reached the point where it 
baldly laid dowu the rule that “the man 
who spends the most money aud does 


The Waltham Free Press stated re- 
cently that the Newton Aldermen gave 
protracted and patient hearings on police 
signals to the Municipal and Gamewell 
companies and decided almost unani- 
mously in favor of the latter. Another 
local paper attempted to correct this 
last week, and stated that the Gamewell 
system was only “voted in by a vote of 3 
to 2.” This is so manifestly unfair to 
the Gamewell company that it should be 
corrected. Tho Gamewell system was 
adopted by a vote of 15 to 3, which was 
practically unanimous, as the Waitham 
paper stated, although it made the mis- 
take of styling it the Newton board of 
Aldermen instead of the City Council. 
Our local contemporary, evidently fearful 
of offeudiug the Gamewell company by' 
its statement, tried to even things up by 
saying: “However, tho Gamewell com- 
pany will give us a good system and the 
people will be pleased,” which is a very 
pretty example of an attempt to be on 
both sides of the fence at the same time. 


Candidate Haile appears to have 
captured the audience ut the Music Hall 
rally and his speech was one of the great 
successes of the evening. 


The Washington correspondent of the 
Bostou Journal says, in regard to Sena- 
tor Quay’s demand upon the President 
that only his henchmen should be ap- 
pointed to office in Pennsylvania, that 
“President Harrison is to bo no more in- 
fluenced by bull-dozers in the North than 
he is in the South.” This is good news, 
and we hope the President will live up 
to it. If lie will only get rid oftsuch ad- 
visers as Quay, Tom Platt, Dudley, and 
some others of the machine politicians, 
aud call to his aid the best men in the 
party, he will add greatly to his popular- 
ity, and do more to secure a second term 
than any concession to the spoilsmeu 
could accomplish. The people are very 
much interested in civil service reform, 
and they only ask that President Iiarri 
son shall live up to his ante-election 
pledges, and by so doing he would give 
us an administration that would live in 
history. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Mass. 
Chatitahle Mechanic Association this 
week, Mr. Edwin P. Beaver of this city 
was one of the speakers. lie said he 
was a believer in the system of manual 
training. He briefly described his visit 
to tiie six schools located in St. Louis, 
Chicago, Toledo, Cleveland, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, systems that have proved 
successful, and believed that in many 
cases instruction in mechanics could well 
be substituted for Latin and Greek.

Our townsman, Mr. Honry Orno Rydor 
of Auburndale, after noarly four years’ 
absence largely spent in study in Paris, 
lias returned, biinging with him various 
samples of his work. Ilis first consider- 
able painting wrh bought two years ago 
by Prof.Uragdon for the gallery nt Lasoll 
seminary. It was called “Anxious 
Momonts” and was a picture of peasant 
life in Brittany. Mr. Ryder lias con- 
tinued his study in that soction of 
France, familiarizing liimsolf with the 
people and thoir ways, but giving moro 
time to landscape than to genre painting. 
Indeed, he has boon where the 
scenery is charming enough to be a con- 
tinual tomptatiob, in that favorite 
haunt of the artist, Aven, near tho 
French land’s end (Finisterre). Hero 
winter makes little mark, never taking 
away all the effects of color, and Mr. 
Ryder’s early spring pictures are in Feb- 
ruary. In contrast to one of these ho 
has painted the same scene in tho au- 
tumn. In the latter tho trees are bare, 
and the at mosphero is coldor, otherwise 
the two seasons are differentiated by 
very subtle distinctions, of which Mr. 
Ryder has the truo artistic perception 
and enjoyment. Against a rainy gray 
afternoon sky with patches of blue 
breaking through stands a long group of 
low brown farm buildings, tho cottage 
the out houses, and an out door oven 
Iu front of these are severa, 
largo pollard oaks, a common feature 
in a region so poor that these trees 
must be trimmed for fuel every 
seven years. They and the chest- 
nuts in tho rear are thinly covered with 
the indescribable hues of early spring, deli- 
cate uncertain grays, purplish, brownish, 
faint yellow. What not? A path leads 
down through tho gate, the stone walls 
are half hidden by a purple spike, or by 
gorse which spreads about freely. Ivy 
clambers and completely covers some of 
the oak trunks. It is a charming picture, 
and the same sceno iu autumn. It is a 
farm with an unpronounceable name, 
that one thinks may have come down from 
the old Druidical ancestry, like it save 
the absence of spring hopefulness and 
joy. It is tho sigh of departing summer, 
an all-pervading ineffable touch of sad- 
ness, far less positivo than our own bare 
November. For is not the gorse and the 
clambering ivy just as green as in spring 
and the purple spike only a shade less 
bright? But though tho sunset hour has 
been chosen one feels a lack of warmth, 
the brown of the buildings looks darker, 
the earth is haider and colder; in short 
the pensiveness of autumn is every-where 
delicately hinted. 

Mr. Ryder is a faithful observer not 
only of the indications of the seasons, 
and the varying caprices of the weather, 
but every picturo carefully notes the 
hour of the day, the exact position of tho 
sun and tho phenomena resulting. lie 
has sludied lovingly the tender grays of 
the atmosphere, and comprehends their 
infinite variety, but he loves color none 
the less and several of his pictures are 
expressions of the power of sunlight 
against dark clouds; in one a shower has 
just ended, the sun breaks across the 
sky, the trees and gorse covered hill side 
are dripping wet and strong in color. 
^Another landscape shows cottages stand- 
ing in shadow against an after glow of 
sunset, mellow and clear, iu which tho 
new moon is faintly visible. 

Fort Bloquo has a charming stretch of 
broken uneven ground in relief upon a 
warm twilight sky. 

A most successful bit of color, is a 
sketch made in February to show tho 
sudden effect of sunlight; it is late after- 
noon, sky and landscape are very dark 
and a large rock increases tho effect, the 
roadway is a deep purple, the distant 
horizon dark blue. Over this come liory 
flashes that transmute all they touch to a 
golden beauty. It is sketched with a 
sharp decision. One sees the miracle. 
A sketch like that comes like an inspira- 
tion but always as the reward of much 
patient study and plodding labor. One 
must wait for and note many times these 
moods of nature before lie catches her 
secrets. It is humdrum work unless one 
can do it “con ainore 

A small genre picture is a little Breton 
girl who lias come by a trailing foot 
path through the grass from the old 
stone-canopied woll with its virgin and 
cross. She has dropped her stone jar, 
spilt the water, and stands dismayed 
with hands outstretched, a pretty picturo 
in her peasant cap and gown with her 
wooden sabots. The story is charmingly 
told. 

Mr. Ryder exhibited in the Salon this 
year for tho first time. “Farm houses in 
Brittany.” was the title of his picture. 
It was hung in a very favorable position, 
next to tho most important rank on 
“the line.” He was second. Tho first 
are usually those who liavo painted a 
long time. Pelouso, .Jeubert and other 
masters regarded it with much favor, ami 
among the forty judges ho lacked only 
three votes of receiving “Honorable 
Mention.” This for a young worker was 
great encouragement, and high reward 
for honest faithful labor. It is not too 
much to predict for him a successful 
career, since persevering and constant 
labor cannot fail to produce increased 
results. Mr. Ryder has painted several 
American pictures sinco bis return, and 
has bceu fortunate in selling several that 
he painted in France. 


Vindication. 

As tho Rev. Horatio O, Ladd, formerly 
connected wtth the University of New 
Mexico nt Santa Fe, has many acquaint- 
ances and friends in this vicinity, it will 
interest them to learn that lie bus been 
wholly and completely exonerated from 
the charges made against his administra- 
tion of the affairs of that institution, 
which is largely supported by Northern 
contributions. The charges were made 
by E. Lyman Hood, and the Middlesex 
South (Congregational) Association gave 
color to them by suspending Mr. Lndd 
koin its membership. 

After a lengthy investigation, asked 
for by Prof. Ladd and accepted by Hood, 
conducted by the trustees, they acquit 
Prof. Ladd and completely vindicate him 
in their report of Sept. 17, 1880. A San- 
ta Fe paper states : “Hood’s efforts to 
injure Prof. Ladd have injured himself, 
the church, Santa Fe and the territory. 
His influence in the future is nil, while 
Prof. Ludd’s reputation is cleun and 
clear.

TIIK FIBST LECTURE IN REV. MR. HI’AtTI.D- 
ino’h COURSE. 


Rev. II. (1. Spaulding gave the first loc- 
turo in his course at the dimming church 
parlors Wednesday evening. 

The lecturer said that the study of tho 
rise ami development of the Christian 
architecture, carries us back to tho 
fourth century, when Rome, in the time 
of Constantino, became nominally 
Christian, and a new era of church 
building bogan. The model for tbeso 
structures was found in tho basilicas, or 
“meeting places,” of old Rome. These 
basilicas, which, besides boing the balls 
of justice, served also as a merchants’ 
exchange, were described, and viows il- 
lustrative of them given, first showing 
a picture of tho restored Tomple of For- 
tune at Pompeii, to exhibit the differ ence 
in the use of the pagan temples and the 
Christian churches, the former being for 
spectators rather than for worshipers. 
A fine series of views given were those of 
the old basilica Jovis, connected with 
tho palnco of tho Flavian emperors, and 
tho same changed to a* church with apse 
and chancel. These views also served to 
illustrate the change in architecture by 
which the Grecian columns were made 
to support the Roman arches. In giving 
viows and descriptions of somo of the 
basilican churches of the time of the 
Constantine, notnblv that of St. Paul’s, 
the locturer described the effect of a 
multiplicity of columns in giving an ex- 
aggerated appearance of space. In St. 
Petors the eye has no sucli aid, and con- 
sequently tho visitor to its spacious inte- 
rior gets no adequate idea of its grand- 
eur from a first view. On the site of the 
present St. Peter’s stood the church 
whiok Constantine caused to be erected 
in the year 300, and was in size only ex- 
ceeded by tho cathedrals at Milan and 
Seville. The facade of the structure, 
crowned with the campanile towers was 
given. The old church was in the per- 
fect form of the Komnn Basilica, with 
its row of double columns on each side, 
and a navo of unusual loftiness. Tho 
iutercolumniated aisles gave the impres- 
sion of vast distance. In front was tho 
atrium or porch, which appears to have 
been of considerable depth. It stood 
until the fifteenth century, when it was 
destroyed and the modern Sc. Peter’s 
beguu. One of the most interesting 
events in the history of the old church 
was the coronation of Charlemagne there 
in the year 800 by Leo III. 

It was iu 1450 that the new basilica was 
begun. Bramante was the groat archi- 
tect whose conception was first 
accepted by Pope Julius II, at the begin- 
ning of the next century, his plan in- 
cluding the great dome, the ground plan 
being a Latin cross. Another great 
architect who followed later changed the 
ground plan to a Greek cross, and if his 
views had been carried out, would have 
erected a Mohammedan mosque rather 
than a Christian church. But in 1540 the 
work fell to Michael Angelo, who adopt- 
ed the dome of Bramante and Greek 
cross of Peruzzi, adding a Greek porch. 
Tho plan, however, was unfortunately 
not fully carried out. 

Viows of the great church from 
many pointB were given, and also of the 
interior. The first impression is one of 
disapointment. The interior is so vast 
that one has at fiist no idea of distance 
and space, and it seems hardly larger 
than our modem churches. The view 
down tho nave is disappointing, owing 
to the fact that the dividing lines be- 
tween it and the aisles are three arches, 
resting upon massive piers. Von have 
to visit the church again and again be- 
fore you fairly become familiar with its 
vast distances. A view of the concave 
immensity of the dotno was given, hut it 
was impossible to convey by picture the 
w mderful grandeur of that dome. The 
ornamentation of the whole building is 
so elaborate as to draw attention from 
its vastness. It is a building that grows 
upon one the more it is studied, and like 
Shakespeare’s Hamlet, aud Beethoven’s 
Fifth Symphony, it reveals its meaning 
only to those who study its gradual un- 
foldings. Mendelssohn likened its inte- 
rior to a vast forest. The lecturer gave 
an animated description of a walk over 
the building, and was enthusiastic in ad- 
miration of Michael Angelo’s genius. 
Of the memorials in the church he gave 
pictures of tho tomb of Pope Paul III, 
also of Can ova’ s tomb to the exiled 
Stuarts, aud the tomb of Pope Clement 
XII, which he considered Canova’s great- 
est work. He also gave the celebrated 
statue by Michael Angelo of tho dead 
Christ in Mary’s lap. In summing up 
tho lessons to he drawn from a visit to 
tlio world’s greatest temple, ho adopted 
Hawthorne's words, that it is “the great- 
est edifice ever built by man, painted 
against God’s loveliest sky.” 

The next lecture on Wednesday oven 
ing, Oct 23rd, will ho upon “Pagan Romo; 
the City of the Ciusar’s.”

A full meeting of the new board of direc- 
tors together with a number of friendly 
visitors met in the parlor of tlie Channing 
I church, Newton, Saturday afternoon; Mrs. 

; Harden served as secretary pro teui. A 
letter was read from Rev. Mr. Hornbro ike. 

[ stating that lie was obliged to be absent <*n 
I pastoral duties and extending Ids sympathy 
J to tlie work. Rev. Dr. Shinn read a letter 
from Mrs. Gov. Chitlin, saying timt both 
her husbaud and herself were ready to 
work with tlie society, in any way they 
could; they botli felt tlie need • *f just sucii 
an organization in Newton. The retiring 
secretary, Mrs. Frances Brigham, read a 
short report of the year’s work. Tweuty- 
nine families had been regularly visited 
and oared for. Many of them were now 
.self-supporting. Several were bridged 
over for the tun.- being and in this wa\ 
saved from becoming paupers. Help had 
Won secured for the unemployed in several 
Instances. Two liquor nuisances hail been 
closed through an appeal from ttiis society 
to tlie mayor o( the city. One drinker bad 
been so far reformed, through tin* constant 
visiting and advice, that lie could now sup- 
port his family, whereas they were found 
In mid-w inter suffering and destitute be- 
cause the man used Ills money for ruui 
rather than bread. The object of the 
society is to elevate unfortunate humanity 
in a wa\ that will enable them to maintain 
their self-respect ; to give no money, save 
in pressing necessity, but to give sympathy, 
advice, iiifiucnoe, and help them to heip 
themselves. Tin* names of families are 
not to be repeated except among tlie mem- 
bers, nor even the repetition of a story 
which often recalls its source, in tin* 
truest sense of the word friendship be- 
tween the fortunate and the unfortunate is 
tlie aim of the association, knowing tiiat 
tlie elevation of a single human being 
raises the average standard of the world. 
Mr. Mosiuaii, the overseer of the poor of 
Newton, was present and spokcof the need 
of sin'll a society. Mr. Mosnian stat»*d 
tiiat from $12,000 to $14, um were expended 
annually in Newton for the poor, about 
$sooo of this was used for families outside 
the poor house About four hundred peo- 
ple w ere cured for each year. Everyone in 
need could be helped bv the city but they 
must be registered and consequently be- 
come paupers. Hie better way of manag- 
ing emergency relief was interestingly ami

The regular monthly meeting of the 
school committee was held in tlie high 
school building, Newtonville, Wednesday 
evening. Mayor Burr. Messrs. Shinn, 
Drew and Dickinson were absent. 

Tlie following teachers were appointed: 
Blanche K. Henshaw, Hamilton school, 
at a salai v of $5oo per annum; Alonzo A. 
Weed, principal Prospect evening school, 
at a sa!aiy of $3 per evening; George S. 
Weed, principal in Jackson evening 
school. at a salary of $3 per evening: .\fis« 
Alice E. Macomber. teacher of mechan- 
ical drawing; Misses Stearns and Wilkins, 
assistants, at a salary of $2 per evening; 
Anna W. Burbank, assistant in tlie nigh 
school, at a salary of $900 per annum. 

Tlie annuai report of the anpei inteudent 
was read, accepted and ordered printed 
with the report of the school committee. 
In it statistics are given from which the 
following is taken: Number of persons 
in tlie city May 1, 1889. between the ages 
of 5 ami 15, 42»»2: number attending the 
public schools, .'1350; number of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 in private 
schools, May 1. IN*'.). 10H; number not at- 
tending schools, 543; number of school 
houses in the city, 22; number of occu- 
pied rooms. May 1, 1880, loti: unoccjpied 
rooms, 7: total number of sittings May 1, 
1880, 4712; total valuation ot school 
houses, furniture and land, $581,000; 
number of teachers, 100: whole number 
pupils enrolled. 1888-80. 4283, an in- 
crease of 70 over 1887 88; average per 
cent, daily attendence, 1888-89, 92 4; 
average attendance 1887-87, 92: whole 
number tardiness, 1888-89, 3797, a de- 
crease of 75 from tlie recoid of the 
previous school year: whole number of 
pupils enrolled in the evening schools, 
1888, 101 : average number atteuding. 115. 
Tlie report included the report of Miss 
Pond relative to the present method of 
teaching drawing and its results and al- 
luded to tlie mid-year promotion plan as 
having proved generally satisfactory. It 
also contained a recommendation con- 
cerning tlie evening school*. Tlie report 
was accepted and tlie recommendations 
contained it referred to the appropriate 
committees. 

An order offered by Mr. Barnard was 
adopted, appropriating $11,017.08 for de- 
partment expenses of the current month. 

It was voted on motion of Mr. Horn- 
brooke, agreeably to the i t commendation 
of tlie text book committee, to adopt 
Grimme’s Maeiclien, Otis edition, for use 
in the nigli school. It was also voted to 
substitute the text book, *’Our World" 
for the previous edition entitled ”Our 
World R* ader." 

The committee on salaries reported in- 
expedient on the petition t > grant the 
janitor of the Hamilton schools 15 f«*r al- 
leged special services. The report was ac- 
cepted. A report of the same commit- 
tee was adopted giantiug to Mrs. II. B. 
Wiswall of Welles’ey the right to send 
her children to the Newton schools, 
provided a payment of $12 50 per annum 
was made for each child. 

Mr. Hollis submitted the report of the 
committee on schoolliouses relative to 
tlie proposed school building at Waban. 
Tlie committee loucd that there was a 
large number of children there needing 
school accommodation. Of the whole 
number, 29 cnildreii were under in years 
of age and at present were a mile from 
the school house. The report was ac- 
cepted. It was accompanied by an order 
which was adopted n questing tlie city 
council to erect a two-room school build- 
ing at Waban, so arranged that it could 
be readily enlarged w hen additional ac- 
commodations are needed. 

Mr. Hornbrooke read a coiuniunicatii n 
from Mr. George R. tOffin, requesting 
an investigation before the full board 
of the action of the military instructor 
iu tlie nomination . .f the ci»mmi»ioiH*d 
officers of the high -«*1 hm. 1 battalion. It 
appears that Mr. Coffin’s son. a member 
of the second class la>t year, expected to 
became major, and failed to receive an ap- 
pointment »n tlie commissioned or non. 
commissioned start. Tlie communication 
\\a> referred to the high school committee 
with full power*. 

Mr. Hornbrooke presented a petiti >n 
witli 132 signatures representing the par~ 
cuts nud friends of the pupils in the Bige- 
low and Underwood schools, requesting 
the adoption of the one->es'don plan of 4 
1-2 lion's; during the winter month'.

The hoard of aldermen met Monday 
evening, President Pettoo in the chair 
and all the other mumbors present. The 
minutes of the last meeting were road. 

A petition for liconse to put in a 200 
horse power boiler and engitfe for use in 
tho new Gamewell factory, Oak street, 
Upper Falls, was road and a hearing 
granted for Nov. 5th, at 7. JO p.m. 

On motion of Alderman Hamblen a li- 
cense was granted for the moving of a 
building 10 by 20 from II unite well avenue 
to bridge street, near Watertown street. 

A license was also granted to J. F. 
Walch for the moving of a h adding 24 1-2 
by 40 feet from the Silsby estate, through 
Waverly avenue and Tremont street to 
tho Boston line. Alderman Hamblen 
said that some treos might have to be 
cut a little, but the owners did not ob- 
ject as tho cutting would be an improve- 
ment. 

Alderman Childs presented a petitiou 
from the Newton Street Railway com- 
pany, asking that their tracks on Wash, 
ington street, from the Truck h »use to 
Lowell street, a distance of 700 feet, 
might bo allowed to remain, and that 
they might be allowed to use granite 
paving for 18 inches outsido ol the rails. 
He moved that the prayer of the peti- 
tioners be granted as far as related to the 
tracks now constructed or in process of 
construction. They were required to till 
in ten inches, and they filled in for 12 in- 
ches between the sleepers and 8 inches 
over them, which would make more than 
an average of 10 inches, which was the 
way the contractors understood the or- 
der, and the wav the regulation was un- 
derstood in the building of roads in oth- 
er cities. He understood that the work 
had been stopped by the city engineer, as 
it was not in accordance with bis con- 
struction of the order. Washington 
street was torn up for this 700 feet and 
public safety required that the street 
should be fixed up at once. If they had 
to order new chairs it would cause a de- 
lay of a week at least, and every day now 
was of importance in building the road. 
The Street Railway company did not in- 
tend to abuse their privileges, but it 
seemed to him a hardship to make them 
relay this'track, and he thought it wouid 
be better to let this portion go and they 
could then get 8-inch chairs for the 
other portions. The city originally 
asked them to put in 18 inches of paving 
outside the track, so there could be no 
objection to that 

Alderman Johnson said the company 
understood perfectly what was required 
of them, and yet they had not obeyed it. 
For instance, they knew that 50 pound 
rails were required and yet they went 
ahead and bought 45 pouud rails and 
then came here and asaed us to chauge

F. Hammett, on his petition to have one 
of the telephone poles in frout of his es- 
tate on Sargent street, removed. He has 
now two telephone poles, a catch basin 
and a hydrant in front of his land, some 
125 feet, which he naturally feels is more 
than his share. The poles carry tire 
alarm and telephone wires, and the last 
one was put down last Decoration Day, 
when the poles were all ordered placed 
ou one side of ttio street, so as to leave 
the other for electric light poles, lie re- 
monstrated then and found the chief of 
the Fire Department, who promised to 
look after it. One pole was set on the 
corner of Sargent street and Hyde aven- 
ue, on land which he had deeded to the 
city, if being in the rounded corner which 
would be taken off when the street should 
be graded and laid out. Ilis neighbors, 
some of them having also 125 feet of 
frontage, had no poles in frout of them, 
and he could see no reason for not divid- 
ing up these unsightly objects more 
evenly.

In reply to Alderman Johnson, Chief 
Bixby said he had no recollection of 
having promised to move the pole, and 
in reply to Alderman Hamblen, he did 
not remember the latter’s telling him 
that the pole was in the street. 

The hearing was then closed and the 
matter was referred to the aldermen on 
the tire department committee. 

Alderman Johnson reported favorably 
on certain petitions for street lights, and 
3 lamps were ordered on Bnylston street; 
one corner Jackson and Dudley streets; 
2 ou Glen wood avenue: 1 ou Webster 
Park, and one on Cottage Place, Ward 

Alderman Tolman read an order ap- 
propriating $<11,(11)7 for tho expenses of 
1 the city during November, which was 
passed. 

Alderman Harhach moved that the 
hoard adjourn to next Monday evening. 

Alderman Childs asked why the board 
j was to meet next week, unless it was to 
have the aldermen earn their money. 

President Puttee said that some of the 
election officers had declined and Mayor 
Burr would appoint new onus at the 
next meeting, to he continued later, so 
, that the aldermen would have a chance 
to earn their salaries next week. 

The board then at 1) o’clock adjourned. 

NEW l’ON CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 


Tho First Church at Newton Centre had 
oolebrated Its 225th anniversary, uniting 
with tho mother church in Cambridge in 
appropriate services. Tho ranks of tho 
pastors has boon broken by the with- 
drawal of Rev. Pleasant Hunter, who lias 
boon called to a larger Held of religious 
w>rk. In conclusion, tho speaker al- 
ludod to tho revival mootings held last 
winter at Newton Highlands. The ro- 
sult, he said, had boon in a measure dis- 
appointing so far as accessions to the 
church was concerned, yot it had 
awakened a great deal of roligious inter- 
est. Such revivals, ho added, bring up 
tho question of the value of evangelistic 
work in connection with tho work of tho 
pastors, perhaps a good topic for discus- 
sion at some future meeting. 

President Harwood suggested that 
somo lifting notice he taken at the next 
meeting of the club of the lives that had 
recently passed away. Ho then an- 
nounced tho topic for discussion, “The 
duty of tho church to its young members 
who are now tun suing their studies in 
our schools and colleges,” alluding to its 
importance, especially the necessity of 
religious traiuing for the young, fitting 
them for tho time when, in God’s provi- 
dence, it will become their duty to take 
the places of thoir fathers in perpetuat- 
ing the religious work of tho churches 
and Christian institutions. 

Rev. George A. Hood of this city, field 
secretary of the American Congregational 
Union, opened the discussion. He said 
that after some months residence in 
Newtou he found his heart yearning 
towards its young people and hopeful 
for their future usefulness in religious 
work. It has been said, continued the 
speaker, that the daughter is the flower 
of the family. If that iB true then the 
son should bo the flower of tho nation. 
This is au eventful period iu our country. 
We live in a rapid, electric age. The 
country is amassing vast wealth: genius 
is developing great, inventions; physical- 
ly and intellectually wo have wonderful- 
ly developed. No other generation ever 
possessed such opportunities. Our ner- 
vous organization is more elearly defined 
and wo are rapidly outstripping all other 
nations. Our sous will have more work 
to do. will possess greater endurance, 
bettor physical beings and score more 
successes. 

With such a past and so much of a 
future, it is a pleasure to see young peo- 
ple, young .students working for Christ. 
The idea of success by amassing fortune 
and fame must not be the only ambition. 
There is a great work to he done in the 
Christian field of labor. Nearly all the 
professions today are overcrowded. It 
is pateut that if we desire to succeed wo 
must meet a necessity. Such a necessity 
exists in the Christian ministry, needed 
in the great west in building up churches 
and establishing the Christian religion in 
communities. The theological semina- 
ries do not supply this demand, to say 
nothing of ministers needed in foreign 
and other missionary Helds. What is 
the result? The makeshifts are carrying 
ou the work. How can we expect to 
keep up in the grand work of our denom- 
ination if this thing continues. Great 
problems are awaiting solution; there is 
a loud call for preachers, yet it is denied. 
The Christians, dear friends, made this 
country what it is and now we want the 
young men to go into the ministry to 
save the country from itself. As parents 
we ought to hear this call for our boys. 
We should try to persuade our young 
men in colleges to become ambassadors 
of Christ. The great problem is to hold 
this country for Christ. Let us remem 
her that the eagle is the national em- 
blem, and that the modern American 
must not be a captive eagle, unwilling to 
live above the earth in God’s pure sun- 
light. 

Mr. Thomas Westou was the next 
speaker. He said that the address of 
tiie previous speaker tills us with enthu- 
siasm and leads us to ask what ne can 
do for our young people. Never in the 
history of this city has there been so 
many young meu and women in our 
higher schools and colleges— what can 
we do to encourage them, to aid them to 
appreciate the age in which they live and 
to point out its necessities in tiie field of 
Chrisliau work? Let us help these 
young people to feel that they stand for 
our churches, that our churches are back 
of them aud interested for them all. We 
must remember that we are passing 
away and that we must do all iu our 
power to equip these ycung men aud 
women that they may enter upon and 
assume the responsibilities of this won- 
derful age. 

Prof. Taylor said that a cordial wel- 
come should be extended to the young 
students in the churches. They should 
he impressed with the idea that their 
work is needed, that the church depends 
upon them. The Young Peoples’ Chris- 
tian Endeavor societies are doing a great 
work in this direction; also the intercol- 
legiate branch of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association.

G. I). Gilman, Rev. W. A. Lamb, Rev. 
Calvin Cutler and others

Protection an Insult. 

“We have natural resources superior 
to those of any other country.” 

“We have the most energetic and in- 
telligent class of workmen in the world.

In the Graphic for September 13 an 
article on “Wages” closed with these 
words: “But protection is worse than 
silly, it is insulting. IIow?” It is but 
fair that we should answer our own ques- [ 
tions. 

.Iu the halcyon days of Hamilton and | 
Washington, when ninety-live per cent j 
of our people were in agricultural pur- ; 
suits and won a scanty living from a 
wilderness of trees and rocks, when the | 
waters of the Mcrniuuc hurried unhind- j 
erud to the sea, when the Alleghenies 
still concealed their wealth of coal and 
iron, it was not unnatural that voices 
should ho raisod in behalf of protection. 
Wise men thought, wise men still think, 
tliat the new nation needed to shut it 
self out from rivalry with its matured 
and powerful competitors boyoud the 
Atlantic. The present, they said, must 
bo sacrificed for t.lie future. Let us boar 
this heavy burden of ten per cent, for a 
few years until we are able to stand 
alone. They contended that the nation 
could become great only as its industrial 
foundations were broad. Infant indus- 
tries must bo protected ; new industries 
must bo established. Many a free-trader 
to-day believes that the early establish- 
ment and wonderful growth of our infi- 
nitely diversified manufacturing indus- 
tries were caused in part at least by the 
Protective Tariffs of 1780 to 1832. 
Whether the wise men then (and now) 
who held this opinion were right there, 
in it is not our purpose to discuss at this 
time. But we freely admit that Protec- 
tion then was no insult. It came as an 
offer of help, when to accept help was no 
shame. As with a young man entering 
upon his busiuess or professional career, 
so with a now nation beginning its life, 
both may bo surrounded by powerful 
and long established rivals, botli may 
need moral encouragement or even pecu- 
niary help; and certainly neither would 
bo ungrateful for tho offer even if it 
seemed wiser to refuse it. 

So also, in time of war there could be 
no implied affront in extending unusual 
aid to those who helped to boar the bur- 
den of the war. 

But 1880 is not 1805, and still less is it 
1780. In 1780 we were young and weak, 
pitiably weak except in courage; in 1880 
we think ourselves tho strongest among 
tlio strong nations of the earth, strong in 
natural resources, stronger still in devel- 
oped and diversified industries, strong- 
est in self-reliant hope and almost infi- 
nite courage. In 1805 we were emerging 
from the darkest hour that a free people 
coul 1 ever know; in 1880 we are at peace 
with the world, united at home. Noth- 
ing indeed so pleases the Protectionist 
orator and the Protectionist press ns to 
dwell long upon uur greatness of empire 

“Greece and Rome and Carthage, — 
wheie are they? The Hanseatic League, 
the Italian republics, the Holy Roman 
Empire, — have they not passed away? 
And the giant of the modern world— 
England !— even now her supremacy is 
passing away! But our shores are lim- 
ited only by oceans. Canada is almost a 
dependency, Mexico a trembling ally. 
We have industries as diversified as our 
climate, riches of field and forest and 
mines already unparnllclod though but 
partially developed. Our workingmen 
are the most energetic, the most intelli- 
gent, the most invention in tho world. 

Our capitalists are the most enterpris- 
ing in the universe. Those loolisli old 
Roinaus who thought so much of their 
trilling “Civis Roinanns sum.” could not 
dream of what it means to say— 1 am an 
American. 

These we all applaud and arc ready to 
listen to anything. So now follows the 
peroation somewhat like tliU:— 

“In 1781) we were infants and needed 10 
per cent, protection; now we are strong 
and mighty and need 50 per cent. Then 
we iiad no factories; now tho land is 
filled with them and must theivt uo he 
filled with protection. Workmen of 
Amorica, you need protection. Skilful 
as you are, energetic and enterprising bo- 
yocd all others, fed, clothed and housed 
like the olil world nobility, educated and 

experienced, how can you contend 

against the p mpers of tiie world? Thu 
oppressed of Europe, the starved in 
China, the naked in India, the houseless 
in South America, the ignoraut, the de- 
based, the lazy, the unskilful, — can pro- 
duce more than you, yes, and better than 
you and cheaper than you! Wo will pro- 
tect you against them. The quick eyo, 
the strong arm, the clear head, avail you 
nothing; — the dull, tiie weak, the stupid 
can heat you at your own game every 
time.” 

That is the lie and the outrage that the 
apologists of the High Tariff moot tiie 
workingmen with. And everywhere tho 
workingmen are turning away in sur- 
prise and indignation, saving: — 

“If God lias given us the bust country 
in tiie world, the grandest opportunity 
for work, wiser heads and stronger 
hands than our brothers Itwo, what cow- 
ards should we lie to seek after an unfair 
and unnatural advantage against those 
already far behind us in tho race for in- 
dustrial supremacy. To ask it were a 
shame and a degredution for ever; to ac- 
cept it were a lasting dishonor: they 
who offer it must d is pise our intelli- 
gence and would trample our manhood 
under foot. 


Ail the Americas. 

The Pan-American Congress lias called 
the attention of the public to tiie natu- 
ral opportunities for an enormous com- 
merce between the United States and the 
Southern Republics. It is being com- 
prehended at hist that we cannot enjoy 
tiie benefits of the immense So. Ameri- 
can trade, now monopolized by England 
and Germany, unless we admit So. Amer- 
ican products free front tariff taxes ami 
send hitek in exchange inauufaetuies 
made from uutaxod raw materials. In 
other words, we must sell them our 
goods as cheaply as Kurope— which can- 
uot be done unless we have uiituxcd raw 
material to work with— and in payment 
for these goods we must admit their 
products to our markets at prices which 


will enable our people to use thorn freely. 
Ah evideuoe that this truth has forced 
Itself into recognition at last, we quote 
this remarkable sentence from that inner 
citadel of high protectionists, the Boston 
Commercial Bulletin :— 

“Wo should give the Mexicans a mar- 
ket for their raw products; their sugar, 
fibres and ores in return for a market, for 
our manufactures, and we Hhould do it 
quickly.” 

The entile article pleads for a remov- 
al of the duties on Mexican silver 
and lend ores. Wi en these adjustments 
are made, a commerce will spring into 
existence that will sertd a tln m of pi oh 
perity into the remotest corner of Hie 
laud. 

At present the principal exports to 
So. America, Central America, Mexico 
and tlic West Indies arc oil, iSrd, IiiiiiIm r, 
lisli, cotton, Hour, and some varieties m 
hardwire like sewing maehiiUK. .None 
of thcHe articles move in lihcinl quanti- 
ties and so far the balance oi ti.id. i» 
all against us. We find from a recent 
report of the Bureau of Statistics at 
Washington, that in 1N56 we sold lo West 
Indies, Mexico, Centra) mid So. America 
merchandise to the value oi liity-iour 
millionr, of dollars, and received hi re- 
turn merchandise costing eighty-three 
million dollars, the balance in that year 
being against us twenty-nine million dol- 
lars or 53 per cent. But in 1888 the state 
of trade had become for us even much 
worse, for last year we exported to the 
same countries 83 million dollars and im- 
ported from them 181 million dollars, a 
balance against us in 1888 of 1)8 million 
dollars, or 118 per cunt. 

If we consider the West Indies alone 
the case is more discouraging still. For 
in 1800 wo sold to these islands 31 millions 
and bought 40, hut twenty-two yeais 
later, in 1888 our exports had fallen to 28 
millions and our imports risen to 72 mil- 
lions. This is drawing from both spigot 
and bungliole with a vengeance and such 
a revelation of the way our foreign com- 
merce is going to the dogs should he 
startling both to legislators and the coun- 
try at largo. It seems incredible that 115 
million people, our neighbors, consuming 
in vast quantities almost everything that 
we produce, should he forced to cross 
the ocean to supply their wants in Eu 
rope. But such are the hard facts which 
the high tariff wall compels us to face, to 
the end that Pennsylvania may produce 
a dozen or two of Carnegies and Ohio 
may force upon the market some new- 
fancy breeds of sheep. 

(Note —The °ffl c J a| map of t ie Argentine Re- 
public shows that that country hns direct steam 
communiatlon with England twelve times a 
month, with Germany twice a month, with Bel- 
gium nine times a month, with France and Por- 
tugal twelve times a month.with Spain six times, 
nnd with Italy four times, but no direct commu- 
nication with the United Stares. The United 
States Consular rep rt- for 18*9 give other inter 
e-tinj statistics concerning the Argentine Re- 
public. During the year 1887, for example, not 
one steamer bearing t he ling of the United States 
was seen upon the River Plate, and yet during 
the same twelve months 2540 English steamers 
arrived there. OI French steamers there were 
424, of German 161, of Ita'lun 96, or Hetgian 2s, 
of Spanish 30, and of Norwegian 6. Charity that 
begins at home frequently st ps there; and in 
our desperute attempts to foster home commerce 
we have completely destroyed our trade with Gic 
world, when Norway, Spain and Italy are out- 
doing us in South American commerce, it is 
about time to stop talking a *10111 the ••effete mon- 
archies” of the oid world, and consider the pos- 
sible effeteness of the great republic oi the new 
world.) / jij 


Our Foreign Shipping. 

We are tempted to add just a word to 
the above article in order to show that 
the “Flag” is as rarely seen in European 
waters as it seems to be in those of 
South America, rii constructing the fol- 
lowing table from our Consular Reports 
wo have purposely omitted English and 
have chosen three sea ports to represent 
tho trade of Southern, of Western, and of 
Central Europe. It will he noticed that 
Austria is the only power of any note that 
can he compared with us in the micro- 
scopic character of its shipping interest. 
Austria lias hut one decent harbor; tho 
United States usod to have hundreds. 
But here is the table. Column one 
shows tho nationality of the vessels; col- 
umn two shows how many vessels of 
said nation entered during the year 1887, 
at the port of Valencia in Spain; column 
three shows the similar fact for Antwerp 
in Holland; and column four the like for 
Bremen in Germany

The Duties on Wools. 

(From Wade's Fibre ami Fabric.) 

If we understand the position of Judge 
Lawrence, lie favors such a change in 
duties as will encou.age the Ohio farmers 
to give up the raising of merino sheep, a 
business they have learned, and go into 
the growing of coarse carpet wools, in 
competition with countries of the least 
resources, and people tiie poorest paid 
on this globe. In other words, after 
nearly destroying the manufacture of 
tine woollen cloths in this country by a 
prohibitory duty on tho greater portion 
of tiie raw materials of the world neecs- 
sary for their fabrication, lie would have 
Congress now turn its attention to tiie 
carpet mills, and subject them to tiie 
same operation. This is giving away the 
fact that a duty on line wools which will 
average more than UK) per cent, lias not 
served to make tho business profitable to 
the Ohio fanner. How much duty will 
it require on these carpet wools to induce 
tho Ohio or any other farmer in this 
country to go into tho raising of sheep 
that produce only a very ordinary carcass 
for food and a fleece tiie poorest of all 
grades in nature? But if this change 
could ho brought about, after this wool 
is raised, what can he done with it? If 
tiie prices are higher than now, the 
carpet manufacturers cannot afford to 
tiny it, and certainly the manufacturers 
of clothing fabrics will prefer something 
better and cheaper. If the price of 
carpet wool is not to he increased by tho 
increase of duty, what is tho use ot 
making such a change? 

Expert Testimony.

There never was such an excellent 
supply to choose from as is furnished by 
the Newton representative candidates 
this year. The Republicans offer Mr. 
G. D. Gilraan, who has served one term 
with great credit to himself and the city, 
and Mr. F. J. Ranlett, who was elected 
councilman from Ward Four to succeed 
Mr. Gore, and is a rising young lawyer. 
He has given faithful attention to his 
duties aud is a worker rather than a 
speaker.

S. Hutchinson of Ward Seven, who has 
attracted attention as one of the bright 


the people against the movoment to liavo 
the law strictly enforced. On their own 
testimony they are hired to worm them- 
selves into the confidence of the drug- 
gists or their clctks, and out of friend- 
ship to stretch a point in their favor, 
when they turn and give ovidonce against 
them. The evidence is inconclusive ,as 
this may have been the only case in 
which the law was violated, ami the 
druggist may have always kept*a strictly 
reputable place, refusing to sell to any 
one except those who needed it as a 
medicine. An ordinary detective does 
not induco a man to commit crime in order 
to convict him, and this is tho difference 
between him and the "spotter.” The 
latter’s trade is not a reputable one and 
most people look on him with pitying 
contempt. The people of Newton are in 
favor of having the liquor law strictly 
enforced, and the case of tho Newton 
Centro druggist shows the better way of 
putting a stop to illegal selling. Promi- 
nent citizens took the trouble to appear 
before the board of aldermen, established 
the fact that tho place had a bad reputa- 
tion, and tho license was withdrawn. 
The same remedy is open to all the 
citizens of tho city, and public sentiment 
will approve of such action, and endorse 
the stand taken. 

Mr. David Ham. Rice of Brookline is 
writing a serial in the Boston Journal, 
descriptive of tho total ruin which would 
follow the grauting of the petition of 
Governor Ames, Hon. Peleg McFarlin 
and other promiuent manufacturers, for 
a reduction of the duty on pig iron. Mr. 
Rice’s theories are so beautifully con- 
structed and so convincing, that we 
wonder that Governor Ames and Mr. 
McFarlin and the other iron manufactur- 
ers do not hire him to run their businesses. 
Even if there was a big deficit at the end 
of the year, he could convince them that 
it was the facts and not his theories that 
were wrong. Such good business men as 
the two prominent Republicans above 
mentioned certainly ought to be allowed 
to know something about their own 
business, and what would benefit it. 


The Roman temples were next eonstd- 
ered, the remains of some of the most fa- 
mous of them illuxtrnted ami desoribed,and 
the peculiar features of the old pagan reli- 
gion which these temples represented were 
discussed. The lecturer next discussed in 
detail the ruins and monuments of the Ro- 
man forum. The first view showed the 
forum as it was at the time of the great Ju- 
bilee of 1(*50, when the soil was on a level 
with the surrounding streets, and only the 
tops of arches and half of columns were 
visible above the ground. The next one 
was a view of the same spot from north to 
south as it appears in 187i\ and then came 
a picture giving a view of the forum as it 
is thought to have appeared In the days of 
its splendor. Other views followed In 
widen the entire extent of the forum was 
laid hare, and a clear idea was given of the 
! present conditions of this heroic spot and 
of the ruins that remain, and then in the 
restoration views the audience saw these 
stately building* ami temples start up 
again witli all the arcldteetuai magnificence 
of the Imperial age. 

The lust view was a splendid restoration 
of the Forum as it appeared In the days of 
the Osars. In such scenes, said the lec- 
tures, the imagination easily takes fire, ami 
we can easily understand what Balzac 
meant when he said, "If I sit and dream an 
hour in old Rome 1 am learning more than 
if I studied a whole month anywhere else 
in the world.” 

The next lecture on the Interesting sub- 
ject of the amusements of old Rome will 
be given on Wednesday evening , Nov. Gth.

and able young lawyers of Boston, who 
is au excellent speaker and a regular re- 
former. The second candidate is Mr. E. 

S. Merchant of West Newton, one of the 
solid business men of Boston, whose 
character and reputation are of the best. 

The Prohibitionists have put up two 
clergymen, Rev. W. H. Cobb aud Rev. F. 
F. Davidson, who are excellent men and 
willing to accept a call to the legislature 
if their fellow citizens so decide. 

Generally the mere fact that a candi- 
date’s name is on the Republican ticket, 
is sufficient to elect him, but this year 
the Australian ballot system will come 
in to complicate matters and voters who 
look over their tickets to pick out the 
best men, of whom there are many in 
Newton, will find themselves seriously 
embarrassed to make a decision. Those 
who take their politics straight will of 
course have no trouble, as they can go 
by the label. Whether the new ballot 
law will make any difference in the re- 
sult is doubtful. Newton is not a facto- 
ry town, with the head of a big corpora- 
tion to please, and the Newtou voters 
have always been used to follow their 
owu inclinations, without fear or favor, 
For this reason, no great change is * 
looked for here. It is unfortunate that 
we cannot go back to the old-fashioned 
town meeting days, aud have a declara- j 
tion of principles from eacli of the can- 
didates* or else a joiut debate, so as to 
infuse a little liveliness into this very 
dull campaign. The Prohibitionists are 
the only ones who have taken the trouble 
to get up a rally, while the other parties 
appear to have exhausted themselves in 
making their uominatious. No oue would 
think from present appearances that the 
election is only ten days distant. 

Melrose has suddenly become famous 
by means of its lively caucus, at which 
Speaker Barrett managed to secure a 
reuomination. His managers are being 
rather harshly criticised for putting off 
the caucus till the last possible moment, 
as it looked like an attempt to prevent 
any opposition candidate from being 
nominated. When the new’ ballot law : 
was adopted it was urged against it that 
the wicked Democrats would resort to 
this nmneuvre, and it is very sad to find 
Mr. Barrett is the first to offend. Never- 
theless the plan was not successful, as an 
independent candidate seemed the re- 
quisite number of signers and will have 
his name on the ticket. The caucus whs 
a lively one, aud Mr. Barrett was charged 
with a failure to look after the interests 
of the town in the last legislature, llis i 
friends urged that it was a great honor 
to have their representative chosen 
speaker, but it was said on the other side 
that “the honor to the town depends o i 
whether the office is honorably filled,” 
which was a very palpable hit. The dis- 
cussion must have been very interesting 
to Mr. Barrett, who was present at the 
caucus, one of the speakers going so far 
as to eall him "the laughing stock of the 
House.” The Record. Mr. Barrett’s 
paper, says that the people of Melrose 
are "aroused” at the "stories” of the 
caucus which appeared in the Boston 
papers, and declares that it was the 
largest, most enthusiastic aud harmoni- 
ous caucus ever held in Melrose. All 
the same, whether Mr. Barrett is elected 
or not, it is to bo hoped, for the reputa- 
tion of the next legislature, that some 
other man will be u voted speaker, who 
will be able to preside over the House 
with dignity, aud who will command the 
respect aud coufideuou of the members 
ami the people. There is no question 
but that Mr. Slocum or any of the other 
candidates would have made a more suc- 
cessful presiding officer. The next legis- 
lature should select its bust man f» r 
speaker.

CLASSIC RUINS AND HISTORIC MONU- 
MENTS— THE CITY OF THE C.ESAH8. 


There was a notable increase in the au-

"We find in Rome,” said the lecturer,

deciphers aud interprets for us the old 
uiouuineuts which we shall have pictured 
mi tin- -ereen. Sneaking of the aqueducts. 
Mr. Spaulding said that w hile water was 
brought to Rome by underground pipes, 

I the aqueducts were eon tructed to give 
, employment to the thousands of slaves aud 
also to beautify the approaches to the city. 
They were of various lengths, one extend- 
ing for sixty-three miles. The pipes were 
of Roman cement, which remains to this 
day its hard aud as solid as adamant. That ! 
the current might not tear down the ma- 
sonry, the structures were made of great | 
strength, and occasionally sharp turns 
were taken to cheek the lorce of the How. 
The daily supply was about :kki gallons to 
each individual; every house had its bath, j 
and there were hundreds of public foun- | 
tains. The chief draft was to supply the 1 
immense thermae, or public baths, the larg- 
est of which are now know n as the baths 
of Caracalla. Tho grounds were as large j 
as Boston Common, and the building was ! 
two-thirds the size of the main building 
at the lMiiladelphia world’s fair. The 
w hole is a chaotic heap of ruins now, its 1 
appearance suggesting to a traveller the 
simile of "a town meeting of ruins w ithout 
a moderator.” These baths were free to j 
any citizen who possessed the smallest Rn 
uuin coin, and were art-galleries, public ii- 
brurles, club-rooms, gymnasia aud reading- 
rooms all iu one- The swimming tank ot 
the great baths uccoiumodatcd perhaps :t,- | 
•jog bathers at once. It w as a luxury which 
could he enjoyed by the poorest citizen in 
Rome oil payment of ball a cent, and where 
the beggar and the emperor met on equal 
terms. 

The triumphal arches were next t; ken 
up. The fir t view showed the uich ol 
.sept mius .-eve n a tii • foot of the ( ap.t- 
oline hill. In contrast with this arch a 
view of the Tlicseum was shown, and it 
w as pointed out Die columns of that famous 
Greek temple wen* at the same time the 

1 .dements of its construction aud 
of its decoration. Severul other Hunan 
arches were illustrated and described; aud 
a restoration of one of these arches was 
given, in connection with which the lectur- 
er ga\e a detailed description of a Roman 
triumph.

He is a Harvard grad- 
uate and a lawyer engaged in practice in 
Boston. In Sept., 1888, fie was elected a 
member of the common council from Ward 
4 to fill a vacancy, caused by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Thedore W. Gore. On Dec. 4, 
1888, lie was elected a member of the com- 
mon council for the ensuing year. Mr. 
Ranlett was born in Thomaston, Me., and 
Is 30 years of age. 

WINFIELD SCOTT HUTCHINSON, 
one of the Democratic nominees, was born 
in Brookfield, Me. He is 40 years of age 
and a man of murked ability and firmness 
of character. He is a well known lawyer 
witli an extensive practice. In the last 
municipal election Mr. Hutchinson run as 
an 'Independent candidate against Judge 
Kennedy and made a remarkable showing, 
polling a large vote. 

EDWARD 8. MERCHANT 
is one of the bright young men of the Dem- 
ocratic party. Since his residence in New- 
ton he has taken an active Interest in local 
political questions and has served as a del- 
egate to numerous political conventions.

He Is liberal in his views and 
honest and fearless in expressing them. 

FRANK F. DAVIDSON, 
one of the candidates of the Prohibition 
party, was born in Warner, N. If., and Is 
33 years of age.

[An Introduction.) 


Quite » breeze of excitement stirred Up 
the usual quietness of the city Inst Sat- 
urday afternoun, when it bccamo noised 
about that warrants had been served on 
Messrs. Eliott Keyes and Alfred Brush, 
on complaint of Myron I.. Henry, repre- 
senting the Auburndftle Law and Order 
League, for the aliened illegal sale of 
iqu «r. It was rqmorod that this was 
but the beginning of a war to be waged 
agnitist nearly all the druggists of the 
city and although these were the only 
cases in which Mr. Henry was interested, 
it is believed that other branches of the 
law and order league in this city contem- 
plate more prosecutions. The evidence 
was procured by spotters, agents of the 
Mastachuselts Law and Order League, 
and hired from that organization by Mr. 
M. L. Henry. 

The cases against Messrs. Keyes and 
Brush came up in the police couit Mon- 
day morning before Judge Kennedy and 
a largo gathering of interested spect ators 
filled the court room, quite a delegation 
of ladies and gentlemen from Auburn- 
dale, interested in the temperance cause, 
being among the number present. The 
defendants were represented by Mr. John 
B. Goodrich and Mr. W. S. Slocum ap- 
peared as counsel for the Auburndale 
league. 

After the government witnesses were 
sworn, Mr. Cates of Charlestown, one of 
the agents of the Massachusetts league, 
took the stand. He said: I first went in- 
to Mr. Keyes’ store previous to the 23d 
of September. Ou Sept. 23, I purchased 
from Mr. Keyes one-half pint of whiskey 
for which I paid him 30 cents. I did not 
pi esent a physician's prescription, neither 
did I sign for it or specify that it was for 
medicinal use. I also purchased whiskey 
from Mr. Keyes Sept. 24, Sept 28 (Sun- 
day) and Oct. 3, each time in small quan- 
tities. Was not required to present a 
prescription or sign for it. On one or 
two occasions, I purchased cigars. The 
whiskey was tixed up with bitters upon 
one occasion agreeably to my order. On 
Sunday, when in Mr. Keyes’ store I saw 
two young men go behind the counter. 
Soon after I heard the word “whiskey” 
and could hear the glasses jingling. 

On the cross examination by Mr. Good- 
rich, Mr. Cates said: I am a resident of 
Charlestown, and an agent of the Massa- 
chusetts Law and Order League. Mr. M. 
L. Henry of Auburndale hired my ser- 
vices through the Massachusetts league, 
payiug to that organization for the same 
$.*> per day while 1 was employed. I re- 
ceive a stated salary from the league 
which depends in no way upon any con- 
victions that may result from evidence 
that I may procure. “Did you not,” said 
Mr. Goodrich, “employ your professional 
skill to induce Mr. Keyes to sell you the 
liquor for the purpose of betraying him?” 

Mr. Cates — “1 did; although 1 believe 
most anybody could buy liquor theie.” 

Mr. Goodrich — “Why did you not at- 
tempt to purchase liquor the Hi st time 
that you visited Mr. Keyes’ store?” 

Mr. Cates — “I felt that 1 did not know 
Mr. Keyes well enough.” 

Mr. Goodrich — “You desired to obtain 
his confidence first.” 

Mr. Cates— “That was my object.” 

Mr. Goodrich — “Then your business, 
as a matter of fact, is to induce illegal 
sales by duplicity, obtaining the con- 
fidence of tne proprietor of the store, ac- 
complishing your purpose and then be- 
traying him.', 

Mr. Cates — “Yes, I am expected to do 
that in older to secure the evidence. The 
end justifies the means.” 

Mr. James Holly of Boston, also an 
agent of the Massachusetts League, was 
the next witness. His testimony proved 
the delivery of a bottle ot whiskey from 
Mr. Keyes to Mr. Cates on Oct. 3. 

Mrs. C. G. Tinkham was next called. 

Mr. Slocum — “Have you ever been an- 
noyed by people passing through your 
rear hall into Mr. Keyes’ store?” 

Mrs. Tinkham— ”i never experienced 
any trouble from that source.” 

The government rested its case at this 
point. Mr. Goodrich then summed up 
for the defendants, deprecating the 
method of employment of spotters to se- 
cure testimony. The police department 
iu this city, said Mr. Goodrich, is doiug 
goi»d work in enforcing the liquor law 
and it is naturally the proper prosecutor 
iu such cases. Investigations are always 
made upon complaints setting forth ille- 
gal sales by any druggists of the city. 
One citizen of the city has taken upon 
himself the work of the police depart- 
ment aud he issupported by the evidence 
of hired professional confidence betray- 
ers. The court has discretion iu such 
cases. If the complaint was made for 
peisonal motives, then the court will find 
the defendant not guilty, although there 
has been a technical violation of the law. 
The evidence is all of a private character, 
the whole fabric of the case resting upon 
the testimony of two professional spot- 
ters, unsupported by any other corrobo- 
rating evidence. The business of these 
professional spotters is certainly a dis- 
reputable one and their evidence is hard- 
ly worthy of acceptance. If Mr. Keyes 
continues to conduct his business to the 
satisfaction of the authorities and citi- 
zens, he should be allowed to couliuue 
to cio so whether Mr. Cates of Boston is 
satisfied or not. Not a particle of evi- 
dence has been submitted to show the 
bad character of the place. 

Mr. Slocum, iu summing up for the 
government, said that so tar as the police 
department was concerned, its officers 
were debarred from entering the apothe- 
cary stores aud making seizures as in 
other cases. The apothecaries were pro- 
tected by their license. A citizen of Au- 
burnduie had, therefore, come forward 
and complained of Mr. Keyes for main- 
taining a liquor nuisance. The evidence 
was undisputed that Mr. Cates had pur- 
chased liquor from Keyes 4 times. No 
prescription had been presented and be 
had uot signed the receipt book, agreea- 
bly to the ( omiiiioiis of the law. 

Judge Kennedy said there was alack 
of evidence showing that the place was a 
nuisance. The testimony, however, he 
added, shows clearly that the law has 
been violated and 1 must, therefore, find 
the defendant guiltv aud order him to 
pay a line of 8oO and costs. 

The case against Mr. Brush was then 
taken up. Mr. Cates testified to the pur- 
chase ot whiskey from F. F. Francis, Mr. 
Brush’s clerk, Sent. 23. 24 and 27 and 
(Jet. 3. He did not sign any receipt or 
druggist’s hook, neither did lie present a 
prescription on any of the dates named. 
Mr. (lolly’s testimony proved that a de- 
livery of 1-2 pint ot whiskey had been 
made by Francis to Cates Oct. 3. Mr. 
George Maun testified that K. F. Francis 
w as employed us a clerk in Mr. Brush’s 
store. The testimony regarding Francis 
was corroborated by Mr. M. L. Henry, 
the complainant, president of the Au- 
burudulc iaw and order league. Thu 
court discharged Brush aud found Fran- 
cis guilty of a violation of the druggists’ 
license law. The line of #50 and costs 
was imposed. An appeal was taken in 
each case and bonds furnished for the 
appearance of the detendants for trial iu 
the superior court.

CHRYSANTHEMUM. 


A QUAINT CHINESE FLOW EH— LEGEND. 
[Translated irotn the French of Gen. Tcbeng-Kl- 
Tong* for The Springfield Republican.] 

The chrysanthemum is one of the 
favorite flowers with the inhabitants of 
the Celestial empire, and numerous 
poems have been inspired by its charm- 
ing colors. The most celebrated is a 
piece by a man of letters named Tao- 
Yen-Ming, who worshipped this flower 
and who expressed his feelings of ado- 
ration in verse about the fifth century. 

A thousand years later this passion 
found another devotee in the person of 
Ma-Tse-Tsae, of Petchili, who was rav- 
ished with the pla .t to such an extent ns 
to uearly ruin himself in collecting speci- 
mens of all the vaiieties.

ought not to Rtrivo nfter riches, but 
neither ought he to remain, by prefer- 
ence, in poverty.” 

But tlilH advice was not appreciated 
by Ma. Tne conversation that we have 
reported even threw a certain coolness 
between the two friends. Tao only went 
to sec the other at long intervals, and at 
the request of Ma; shut up in Ins garden, 
he planted chrysanthemums, using for 
this purpose the dry stalks and imper- 
fect flowers rejected by his neighbor.

“JAKO.’, 

Outrange bird! Misunderstood, vet 
powerless to explain the cause of your 
eloquence,' you sit there, not an oracle, 
but an utterer of vain words, a singer of 
harsh melodics. How hot must he the 
pivot upon which your whistling brain 
revolves! Is there no elixir for your 
distemper; nothing to sober you down? 

flour after hour Jako weaves his fa- 
bric of glaring colors, as it wero,— his 
train of meaningless phrases, wild ejacu- 
ations. piercing notes of alarm and war- 
cries. But lie interrupts his storm with 
a lingo of sweet words, a mimic laugh, a 

{ fentle cooing, and a clear whistle. I 
lave never been able to understand the 
nature of a parrut, and now after spend- 
ing ten weeks this summer with one, I 
am obliged to confess only a closer ac- 
quaintance with the bird, but no better 
understanding. Indeed, I understood 
him better before than now. 

A parrot is an enigma; a creature of 
contradictions. Sweet, gentle, loving, 
coquettish; harsh, impetuous, insolent, 
saucy. In other directions ho is quar- 
relsome, ferocious, daring, dangerous; 
and likewise, timid, meek, Bhy, and even 
forlorn. Me seoms to experience each 
day the whole range of feeling known to 
man. Ho remembers every little atten- 
tion, but any trifling or tormenting he 
lays up against you forever. Give his 
cage a slight knock with a stick, and he 
will tighten his feathers around him, 
step down from his perch, creep into the 
f ack of his cage and hide his head with 
tear and trembling. When you have re- 
rcated to a safe distance, he rises to his 
erch, draws an angry, scrutinizing gaze 
upon you, and dares to look you out of 
countenance. Withdiaw from his sight 
and at once you appear to lo forgotten: 
he salutes the descending pigeons as 
they alight on the roof, he talks to the 
cat and whistles to the dog. But if, in 
half an hour you chance to pass his cage, 
he will strike out against the wire with 
his poweiful beak, and then stand erect 
to note the result. Every day he will 
continue to legnrd your movements with 
suspicion; and he will lemovo a lock of 
hair or an ear if you just happen to come 
within his reach. 

He has no consideration of the pain he 
inflicts. He would seize an eye as coolly 
as he takes bread from the fingers. But 
let the right person approach— let some 
one with skirts, with a gentle manner 
and quiet voice come in sight — and he 
will quickly assumo a winning delicacy 
of manuer that is quite irresistible; and 
when he bows his neck to have it 
scratched by the person he admires, it is 
fairly a touching scene. 

He is an irrepressible beggar, repeat- 
ing his wants until everybody is deaf to 
them. But when he is in the greatest 
need of attention, when his cun wants 
filling, and his seed dish replenishing, or 
he is impatient for toast or toffee at 
breakfast, he uses no words at all but 
simply kicks against the wires, climbs 
into the dome of his cage and hanging 
from t lie topmost wire by oue leg he ut- 
ters his note of complaint, and it this is 
not immediately answered, it is followed 
by a shriek harsh enough to shatter 
nearly all the crockery on the table. He 
lias a talent for making himself felt, and 
to this end he uses all tl^ means in his 
possession, even to the base arts of kick- 
ing and scratching. 

One sound, entirely natural to him, but 
which seems of artificial origin, is an 
exact imitation of the sudden uncorking 
of a bottle. Jako reserved this souud 
generally for the frightening of children 
and small animals, except at night when 
he made it freely to warn persons to 
stand at a distance, lest he should break 
loose and destroy them. He had great fail h 
in this souud. But when it was not ef- 
fectual, he would bristle his feathers, 
bow his neck aim with a ponderous mo- 
tion advance towards the offender to the 
limits of his cage, all the while glaring 
with a threatening eye. If this was not 
sufficiently terrifying, he searched 
around the bottom of his cage for some 
block or toy which he kept as a play- 
thing, and finding one of these he would 
raise it very high then let it drop heavily 
upontliettoor of his cage with the addition- 
al uncorking of a bottle or two; and if all 
this failed to drive off the unconquerable 
foe, lie would snap savagely at the wires, 
biting them almost in two. 

Now this tirey dragon as wo find him at 
night, iB a meek, timid little Jako when 
the sun rises. His voice rings with in- 
ward cheerfulness, his hilarity is truly 
inspiring; it is the morning speaking tor 
itself through him. He is not easily 
made angry now; his timidity is almost 
dove-love. Many liberties may be taken 
witli him, but much depends upon who 
takes the liberties. He has his trusting 
friends, and well knows who to look to 
when lie is worried, or is in want. 

To his strong faculty of observation 
and power of attention may be attributed 
his superiority as an imitator. Many 
other binds show equal sagacity and ex- 
pertness in other things, but they live 
purely within themselves, singing their 
songs their own way, making no improve- 
ments or alterations, nor catching any 
new idea&. But Jako's observation is so 
purely disinterested, and so constant, 
that it were impossible for him not to 
improve or modify his vocalizations ac- 
cording to the range of his experiences. 

One day a group of half-a-dozen small 
boys came into the yard to look at Jako 
who was sunning himself on the piazza. 
They had never betore seen a panot (or, 
as they called it, “par-ry-ot”), and were 
deeply interested in the bird, especially 
noticing his bright red tail. After a long 
silence in which the boys had nearly 
spent their cuiiosity. the biid rais'd his 
head and said "Well boys, you better go 
home.” So direct was the appeal that 
the boys at once started. 

Among the most fiequent sayings of 
Jako were, "Poor old black dog; Now 
Jako be good; Oh! what a pretty little 
boy, kiss me, kiss me; Good morning 
Doctor Jckcll! Whoa! back; back up! 
Peek-a-boo; boo, boo, boo.” But alto- 
gether he talked a meat deal, and tar- 
nished his English with foroign quota- 
tions which noliody could understand. 
His best performances were early in the 
morning, at noon, and just before sunset; 
at night lie spoke none at all but ex- 
hibited high temper if disturbed. 

The bird was singularly afraid of rain, 
and overcome with lieavy thunder, lie 
would crouch in the bottom of his cage 
Ifflo moment it began to sprinkle upon 
him, uud cry "Stop it! stop it!” until 
someone restored him to the house. 

Jako belouged to a lady who was 
spending the summer traveling; and 
when she returned to take him to her 
home a sense of deep loncsnmeiiess pre- 
vailed throughout the house. 

One hundred dollars could not have 
purchased Jako. Mu.o Benedict. 

Putting the muzzle on Him.— Bobby — 
Well sir, you sue orders is orders. Your 
little dog ain't got a muzzle on, and I’ll 
have to trouble you for your nil's name 
and address. Master Toni— Why don't 
you know? Wo know you. Your 
iiumo's Jem Wilson, and our nurse bus 
your cab'uut photograph in her work box.

WAS IT QUINOUKQUIN. 


TUB CONTROVERSY OVER THE INDIAN 
NAME OF CItAIlf.ES UIVF.lt. 

The following extract from a letter 
written by Rev. Alvah I.amson, I). D., of 
Dedham, now deceased, will be interest- 
ing tb those who insist that Quinobequin 
was the Indian name for Charles River: 

In note F to my "Historical Dis- 
courses,” page 81), 1 allude to a grant of 
land to Mr. Alliu, "lying ou Charles 
Rivor,” and add, "Dr. Morso in his 
Geography and Gazetteer, says, I know 
not on what authority, the Indian name 
of Charles Rivor was Quinobcquin. “I 
made some researches at the time, in re- 
gard to his authority, without success. 
The late Dr. T. W. Harris, Librarian of 
Harvard University, as appears from a 
communication to the Cambridge Chron- 
icle,” bearing date Nov. 10, 1850, was 
more fortunate. The Quinobequin, it 
seems, was the Kennebec, and not the 
Charles. Dr. Harris introduces the com- 
munication by some remarks on the 
number of authors, some of them recent, 
who, on the authority of Dr. Morso, Have 
repented the assertion, that Charles 
River was "the Indian Quinobequin." 
He has searched in vain for the doctor's 
authority, he says, "in the accounts of 
the early voyages to our coasts, "whom 
he enumerates, in "histories” and in 
"various other work,” on the early days 
of New England. He then proceeds:— 

"An examination of certain old maps 
has revealed the source whence Dr. Morso 
doubtless derived this name, and also the 
singular error that led him to misapply 
it. Capt. John Smith, who explored our 
coast in 1014 from Monhegan to Cape 
Cod, made a map of New England, which 
is to be found in his history, first printed 
at London in 1020. On this map the In- 
dian Baines of places are not given, but 
instead thereof, such English names as 
Prince Charles was pleased to bestow. 
Capt. Smith tells that Prince Charles 
changed the name of Anmoughcawgen 
to Cambridge; and the latter is put upon 
his map near a river called the Forth. 
The Indian name of this river, accord- 
ing to (ffiam plain, who explored it with 
the Sieur de Mons in July, 1005, was 
Quinibequy, or as written by Capt. John 
Smith, Kennebeke since called Kennebec. 
Smith’s Cambridge was probably an In- 
dian village at the confluence of the Ken- 
nebec and Androscoggin, as may be in- 
ferred from its situation, and from the 
similarity of the names Anmoughcaw'- 
gen and Androscoggin. John Jansson, 
who published various maps at Amster- 
dam from 1041 to 1000, made a map en- 
titled "Belgii Novi, Angliie Novou. et 
Partis Virgiuite Novisdma Delineatis,” 
whereon New England is represented al- 
most exactly as delineated by Smith, 
from whose map this part of the Dutch 
map was doubtless copied, but with the 
additions of names and places taken from 
the t map of Champlain, and the corres- 
ponding Dutch names for the same. 
Jansson’s map has been copied by Schenk 
and Valk, and. with slight additions by 
way of ornament, by Visscher, Danckers. 
Ottens, and other Dutch engravers; and 
it is reproduced, on a reduced scale, in 
Ogilby’s America, printed at London in 
1070. On these old Dutch maps may be 
seen Smith’s Cambridge (not our Cam- 
bridge) situated neara river called by the 
Dutch artists Quinobequin, correspond- 
ing to Champlain’s Quinobequy, and to 
Smith’s river Forth, now named the Ken- 
nebec. Massachusetts Bay and Boston 
are not named upon the Dutch map at 
all; and Charles River makes but a small 
figure, and might be overlooked. Dr. 
Morse must have had before him a copy 
of these old Dutch maps, or Ogilby’s 
America, not an uncommon book, which 
contains the sAnte. Not recognizing 
thereon the insignificant representation 
of the Charles River, and missing Massa- 
chusetts Bay and Boston, in the rude 
and incorrect representation of our coast, 
but finding on the map a Cambridge, sit- 
uated near the Quinobequin, he mistook 
the latter river for the Charles, with 
which ho naturally enough associated 
the name of our town, and hence trans- 
ferred to our river Charles a Dutch ver- 
sion of the Indian name for the Ken- 
nebec.”
